AN INDIAN OF THE SIERRA MADRE.

The northbound Mexiean Centra! 
was stalled by an extensive washout, a 
long, many-spanned iron bridge over 
the Rio Concho having been swept off 
its piers by a great rush of debris— 
bridges from up stream, and water, the 
result of heavy rains in the wide area 
drained by the Concho. Two spans 
were irrecoverably lost in the river bot- 
tom, and though the whole situation 
seemed, to the uninitiated, hopeless of 
speedy relief, nevertheless thousands of 
ties were being hurried in by carloads 
to temporarily crib across the rapidly 
lowering river, and dozens of brown 
Mexicans were busy as bees working in 
the river to cross this break. 

It all meant a day late in Chicago, or 
Denver; notwithstanding, it was a goo! 
natured crowd of passengers that stood 
about killing time as best it could. The 
travelers on the sleeper Hasta Mafiana 
seemed to have but one regret, that ifs 
buffet had long since been stripped, and 
that there was no other food in prospect. 

**T have made the trip to the city 
six times in the last four years, and | 
get more tired of the country each 
time,’’ remarked a mining man whose 
talk hitherto had been a lament over 
the price of silver, and an abuse of gov- 
ernmental reguiations of mining in Mex- 
ico. 

‘*For my part,’’ said another of this 


group of four seated on an abutment 
watching the Mexicans floating ties in 
the river below, ‘‘I haven’t seen a thing 
worth looking at twice, on the whole 
trip, and I’ve been as far south as 
Torreon ; they told me in El Paso I could 
get good shooting all along the railroad, 
and, too, that I would see interesting 
things wherever 1 went.’’ 

‘I am afraid you did not try very 
hard over the shooting, for I have been 
only a little way down the line, and 
have had good quail and duck shoot- 
ing, besides seeing lots and lots of queer 
combinations wherever I stopped; of 
eourse, being my first trip, it was all 
novel, and perhaps the strange lan- 
guage, the odd clothing and my spirit 
of expectancy have, all together, made 
me like the trip. I would 
missed it for a good deal. 


not have 
I live in hopes 
of some day getting into a country 
where I’ll not have to elbow an empty 
tomato can, or a sardine box just when 
{ am happy in the belief of being far 
from any civilization, in the belief that 
I might at any time see something 
aboriginal. But it is a long trip to 
Alaska, or to Thibet, or the Amazon. Be- 
sides, there is considerable risk in such 
outlandish places, more than a man with 
a family ought to run,’’ the man from 
Ohio chimed in, ‘‘yet I often dream of 
the time, as we all do who have a little 
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the plow of wood. 


of the pioneer spirit, of some day know- 
ing a primitive people in a ~primitive 
place.”’ 

**T tell you, friends, that Mexico is 
the most interesting of all the places I 
have ever been in, look at it as you 
may; surprises will greet you at every 
hand, and strange customs will com- 
mand eonstant attention. Courteous 
manners do not necessarily come from 
the heart, but down here they do come 
naturally, and are pleasant to see and 
feel. They do oil the machinery of 
everyday living. It is a pretty little act 
of good manners that prompts a 
stranger to uncover as he hands his 
cigarette to a chance-met traveler, while 
the latter takes a light. And one need 
not go far from the railroad to met 
very primitive people,’’ remarked the 
sunburned man, who had been a quiet 
listener in the smoker where these four 
had struck up a train acquaintance. 

‘*Well, Stevens,’’ said the mining 


man, “‘I can’t imagine what you hav> 
seen or done to produce such enthusi- 
asm. Tell us about it. We are from 
Missouri ourselves.’”’

‘*T haven’t the happy gift of descrip- 
tion; I am not a good story-teller, and 
I cannot embellish my plain tale, but if 
you all wish, I will recount a little of 
what I have seen during my trips down 
here; it may help to pass away our 
time. When I take my vacation I ai- 
ways go as far away as possible from 
civilization and all that it means. Lasi 
year and this, too, I have been in the 
wilder mountainous parts of Mexico; | 
enjoyed my experiences on both trips, 
and mean to come yet again. This is 
the end of a four weeks’ jaunt into the 
Sierra Madres, in the region where the 
states of Durango, Chihuahua and Sina- 
loa meet. I have had many interesting 
surprises, and seen things I never ex- 
pected to behold on this continent; here 
are a lot of photographs I have just had 
printed. They will give definition tv 
what I may say. Three of us went to 
Parral where we purchased our supplies, 
and thence about fifty miles by narrow 
gauge to a small station well in the 
mountains; here saddle horses and pack 
mules were awaiting us. Our cook an: 
guide was an American; to look after 
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the stock we had a Mexican who ap- 
peared as though he might be fifty or 
seventy, though he afterward pleaded 
guilty to sixty-five. On the trip last 
year we took no tent, as it was later in 
the year; with good blankets or a sleep- 
ing bag to sleep in at night, one dos 
not need to bother with a tent down 
here after November lst. This year, 
however, we took a tent, and it saved us 
and our grub many a wetting; you see 
we were down here before the daily 
rains had ceased. 

**For generations there has been a 
considerable traffic starting from Par 
ral, and going westward through the 
mountains to Guadalupe y Calvo; this 
Calvo trail strikes at once, after leav- 
ing the railroad, into the wonderfully 
beautiful barrancas, and across the 
high mesas of the Sierra Madres. Over 
it have been carried in the long years 
of the past, hundreds of pounds of 
precious metals from the mines in the 
west, and tons of freight from the east, 
ali on the backs of sturdy little mules, 
the best pack animals I ever saw, every 
bit going over a trail never used in a!! 
its existence for anything but hoofs— 
never a wheel. One sees frequently, 
soon after leaving the railroad, or even 
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along it, a primitive plow, a tree trunk, 
with a root for a share, or the mortar 


and pestle of voleanic stone, replicas of 
those found to-day in cliff dwellings, 
and, too, the deeply grooved stone 
metate for grinding corn. Indeed one 
need go but a step into rural Mexico t» 
find ways that were old when Pocahon 
tas stayed the club. One notices, too, in 
these out-of-the-way places, sweet man- 
ners of children toward parents. We 
camped one night near the ranche of our 
old Mexican, where his children greeted 
him with a deferential kiss on the hand, 
and he, in turn, stooping low with un 
covered head, likewise saluted his owa 
very aged mother. 

‘“We reached our jumping-off place 
on the railroad in the forenoon and had 
dinner at a boarding house kept for the 
railroad by a Chinaman, who spoke only 
Spanish besides his native tongue; it 
certainly seemed an odd combination, 
for my mind always associated a China- 
man with pigeon-English. I could not 
help wondering while there, if his Span 
ish was ‘pigeon’—I know mine was. 

‘We were in the saddle and hitting 
the trail by 1 o’clock, decidedly an 
achievement in a land of poco tiempo, 
and a glad lot of men we were after our

long delay over washouts on the way 
south. This trip has taught me that it 
is wise never to be down here beforc 
the first or the middle of November; 
by that time the daily afternoon sum- 
mer rains have ceased and high up it 
freezes every night, and heavy blankets 
are a restful comfort. It is in all, at 
this time, a delightful climate, with 
clear bright days, and refreshing nights. 
This first ride was but twenty miles, 
which the most of the party finished by 
daylight; we slept the first night out 
in a cabin, a welcome shelter from a 
drizzle that commenced about dusk. 
Strange birds caught my attention soon 
after we were in the saddle; a large 
plump pigeon was common after we had 
climbed a while, becoming more abund- 
ant as we approached the higher mesa 
tops. It usually rested in the branches 
of dead trees, often so sheltered that we 
could dismount and make a sneak and 
run for the tree before the flock arose; 
I afterwards found that it is the band- 
tailed pigeon, but to us at that time 
there was only one kind of pigeon, ‘pig- 
eon for the pot.’ 

‘*The tree tops were full of flitting 
little forms, my small friends of many 
a northland outing, warblers, bluebirds

and robins, and while skirting a small 
lake we heard the merry rattle of a 
kingfisher; it was happy to be greeted 
by old friends in a strange land. 

‘*By the time we were packed the 
next morning, a Mexican lad had at- 
tached himself to the party; he wanted 
so much to go with us, that we agreed 
to take him as a helper, with the muni- 
ficent pay of twelve and a half cents a 
day. Poor little chap, only thirteen, 
gaunt, thin, and dirty he was, but en- 
gaging in manner, and sharp as a razor; 
of worldly goods his share was small, u 
tatter for a blanket, and the rags he 
wore, overalls, undershirt, jumper, straw 
hat, and shoes about to fall into pieces. 
We later learned that he had been doing 
odd jobs at the railroad commissary, 
where he was when we pulled out; he 
had followed us afoot to our camp as 
quickly as we made it in the saddle, 
spending the night we knew not where, 
perhaps with some nearby vaqueros. 
This arrangement suited me, as I felt 1 
would pick up more Spanish from him 
than from the old man. It did my heart 
good to see the half-starved Francisca 
store away good American grub; he was 
round and plump when we paid him off 
at the journey’s end, and his gratitude 











for the old clothes we-gave him was 
spontaneous and touching; it pleased us 
to fill his eup more full than it had been 
for many a week. Our first camp, after 
leaving the railroad, was on a high mesa, 
really the flattish top of a high moun- 
tain, where the aneroid marked twenty- 
two inches. It is in a remarkably wild 
and beautiful country where the forest 
is of pine, great tall clean straight 
sticks, growing sparsely, but still close 
enough together to give delightful shade, 
and leaving everything clear under foot: 
no down timber, or small second growth 
to bother one afoot or horseback. 

“The trail leads endlessly up and 
down, across mountains and _ rivers, 
dropping two or three thousand feet 
into deep barrancas, transporting one in 
November, in a half-day ride from a cool 
temperate climate on the mesa to a warm 
summer climate in the barranca below. 
The gullies are full of chaparral, thick 
dense growths of scrub oak, and bushes 
which I did not know; the lower slopings 
leading to the rivers are dotted with a 
short roundish oak, appearing at a dis- 
tance for all the world like an old East- 
ern orchard on a hillside. Anyone at all 
interested in nature is at once keenly 
alive to all the strange life about him; 
new trees, new flowers, new birds, new 
reptiles. Even late in the fall when 
water freezes in the camp pails each 
night, the hills, meadows and valleys ara 
bright with flowers. One of my first im- 
pressions, and, too, my last and strong- 
est, is the abundance, beauty and variety 
of flowers in the region we traversed. 
There was a patch of a large deep 
purplish fringed-gentian, growing on a 
sandy flat close to camp, which literaliy 
gave its color en masse to the sandy 
shore; it seemed brutal and wicked to 
plow through this glorious flower-bed as 
we rode to and from camp.

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**And no one can picture the variety 
of lizards there unless he sees them; the 
protective mimicry lent to these reptiles 
by their colors was truly marvelous. One 
dark species, about four inches long, 
looked exactly like a knot or a brokeu 
branch on a pine tree; in fact, if you

disturbed this little beast, and it came 
to rest cn a pine tree, it often eluded the 
keenest scrutiny, even at shortest range. 
If I came too close it was off like a flash 
running with incredible swiftness, and 
making a lot of noise when in dried 
leaves. I have disturbed them when on 
foot in the chaparral, or on a hill, and 
have stopped short, expecting to see a 
fox or a big squirrel run out, so much 
the noise. Some are of all colors, rain- 
bow in variegation; they are the most 
alert things in Mexico. After being de- 
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ceived several times, in the higher re- 
gions, by the big rumpus made by a small 
lizard, one is sure to grow careless, and 
will let a squirrel get away, thinking it 4 
lizard. 

**By the way, we shot several squir- 
rels, the grandfathers of them all, it

seemed to us; great big grayish fellows, 
with tremendous tails, and yellow bel- 


lies. The shotgun would not bring them 
down from the tops of the pines, so tail 
the trees, and so sturdy the squirrels. 
We were glad to have them for fresh 
meat on my first trip, but it took minia- 
ture .30-30s to bring them to hand, and 
pretty close shooting, too. 

‘* And to the bird lover there is end- 
less surprise and discovery; to one who 
can be there but a while, this profusion 
of birds is an aggravation, for hundreds 
of forms flit here and there unrecog- 
nized, and are gone beyond all hope of 
a closer acquaintance. The eye and the 
attention tire all too soon, trying to 
make mental note and picture of the 
new and strange forms. The band. 
tailed pigeons roost at night in the tops 
of tall dead trees, by dozens and dozens, 


and, if disturbed, they rise with a roar 
that startles one into frightened inactiv- 
ity. 

‘*One day while loafing beneath some 
low pines, I spied a flock of cross-bills ; 
of course they were the Mexican va- 
riety, but as nature had not stamped 
them ‘Mexican,’ they were the same as 
old friends to me, and their twinkling 
eall and parrot-like climbing instantly 
took me many leagues northward tv 
scenes of snow and evergreens, to days 
long since past. 

‘In the higk country the most char- 
acteristic bird, however, is the thick- 
billed parrot, as distinctive indeed, of 
this region, as is the magpie of our West- 
ern plains; nothing ever surprised me 
more than the ways of this bird in its 
wild state. Parrots always meant, ac- 
cording to my imagination, semi-tropi- 
eal surroundings, and here they were at 
10,000 feet altitude, with frost each 
night. And, too, my ideas, from the 
eage bird, of course, were of a slow lum- 
bering thing almost incapable of flight ; 
picture my astonishment when we no- 
ticed them flying in large flocks, swift 
on wing as a duck, and going back and 
forth, as far as the eye could reach, 
across the deep, wide barrancas. Even 
when bunched in a flock, it was easy to 
see that they flew in pairs, as close onc 
above another as beating pinions al- 
lowed. And they surely outdid their 
eaged relatives in squawking; this re- 
sounded overhead all day long, carrying 
for miles, it seemed. We could hear a 
flock long before it came in sight. It is 
a big green bird, with bright red mark- 
ings; we found several nests, all in very 
tall trees with dead tops, the parrots 
having appropriated abandoned wood- 
pecker nests, which are, you know, holes 
in the trees. Two of us spent the best 
part of an afternoon chopping and burn-

ing through the trunk of one of these 
trees, felling it that we might get the 
young birds. You may laugh, as did 
my friends,-at the idea of a hunter car 
rying home a young three-quarter grown 
parrot, like the much-maligned aunty 
with her bird cage, but that was what I 
had planned. 

‘The young birds in that particular 
tree were killed by its fall; they were 
not more than half feathered, though 
it was the middle of October, and we 
found them at the bottom of the hole, 
on the chips left there by the wood- 
peckers. In this same locality we 
also found the rare and little known 
Massena quail, an_ extraordinarily 
marked bird, having in the male 
queer black and white patches about the 
head, simulating a mask. It rises 
when closely pushed, while the other 
quail lower down always run when dis- 
turbed, taking to wing most reluctantly 
With the transitions in climate encoun. 
tered as we traveled up and down were 
found, hand in hand, changes in bird 
zones; down in the deeper barrancas we 
saw the beautiful green trogon, a tropical 
form. 

“It made us feel mighty good to see 
the largest game bird in America, and 
one of the handsomest, too, the bronze 
turkey. A sight, even, of this royal bird 
in its native wilds, repaid me for my 
long trip, though I failed utterly to get 
one. The local Mexican name of the 
turkey is ‘coequino.” An American 
once came into this country to settle and 
live, and shortly afterward ‘pulled his 
freight’ with the remark that ‘he wasn’t 
going to stay in a country where they 
ealled corn ‘‘mice’’ (maise) and tur- 
keys ‘‘cocoanuts.’’’ One morning we 
rode along the bottom of a barranca 
where there was a little trickle of water 
and nice white sand, in which we had 
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the previous day noticed fresh turkey 
sign; we had started, on this particular 
morning, pretty early, hoping to catch 
the birds before they went back to the 
high places. You see, the turkeys came 
down to drink and dust in the san? 
along toward nine in the morning, after- 
ward gradually working their way up 
the barranea side. A turkey can’t fly 
up much higher than the lower branches 
of a medium-sized cedar; it’s too heavy. 
But it ean run! Suddenly we heard

them calling, part way up the hillside; 
we put after them with all our might, 
and then in a flash the flock arose, seven 
in all, one huge gobbler amongst them. 
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As he flew over my head to the other 
side of the cafion, sailing with outspread 
motionless wings, I sat down, gasp- 
ing for breath after the hard up- 
hill run, but could not draw a 
bead on him, dead fagged and 
sights wobbling all over the sky. When

disturbed they often try to escape by 
running up the barranca side, but if one 
push them too closely they take wing, sail 
slightly downward across to the other 
side. and there run up, always up, up, 
up; if disturbed on both sides alternat- 
ingly they fly back and forth, trying to 
gain on each flight, some distance toward 
the top, and they usually escape. 

** And the turkey-buzzard was all over, 
some places common, and again infre- 
quent; we killed two deer one morning, 
forgetting to set a trap near the offal. 
Next morning the whole camp was in 
an uproar when someone came back 
from a ride past this point and told us 
that a mountain lion had eaten the en- 
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trails of one deer. Of course we poste.! 
right off, and set a big steel lion trap. 
We found a buzzard in it the next day. 
I have since learned that it is a common 
accident to get a buzzard in a trap; so 
prone are these birds to spring the traps, 
that they must be carefully con- 
cealed from sight. I have had similar 
experiences in the North where my traps 
have been tripped by a magpie or a camp 
robber or a golden eagle. 

‘*There were many things I saw and 
learned down here, any one of which 
would have been ample reward for my 
pains; I was able to watch and secure 
some imperial woodpeckers, the largest 
woodpecker in the world. It’s a mag- 
nificent fellow, and has a ery very much 
like a small child in distress; just imag- 
ine a woodpecker two feet long, with an 
ivory white bill nearly three inches in 
length, and it makes a royal big chisel, | 
ean tell you. It’s a black and white bird, 
with a handsome red crest. 

‘*T know the bird, for I have seen it 
in Florida,’’ said one of the men. 

**T have seen it there, too,’’ said an- 
other. 

‘*No, that’s the ivorybill wood-pecker,”’ 
answered Stevens; ‘‘this fellow is, as it 
were, a larger first cousin, the king of 
them all.’’ 

‘*While you watch the birds the very 
trees they are in are strange—the manza- 
nita, with its small apple-like berries, 
and fine red bark, and the madrona, hav- 
ing a bark that varies, in one tree red, 
and in another yellowish, a fine tree, re- 
minding one of the syeamore. One of the 
most picturesque trees is the cedar, which 
grows to a large size, often of beautiful 
contour, and yielding a heavy crop of 
berries on which the bears fatten like 
hogs. These cedars were especially strik- 
ing west of Casas Grandes. Down here 
are found many plants I would love to 
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see in the North if only they could be 
grown there; the palmia, an elongated 
Spanish baycnet, as it were, exceedingly 
graceful, and lending a romantic air to 
the landscape, and the sotol, which looks 
for all the world like a huge pineapple 
before stripping it of its husks. The Mex- 
icans make from its fermented juice, a 
fiery, aleoholic drink called ‘sotol.’ 


‘**The soil in level places, often un- 
der the pines, is honeyecombed by the bur- 
rows of some small animal; there are 
places where the horses sink six inches 
or more at each step from this undermin- 
ing. We soon learned to avoid such 
places, the changed color of the surface 
guiding us. It all made me think of the 
action of earth worms in shifting differ- 
ent layers of the soil; I fancied to myself 
that I was looking at worms’ work 
through a microscope. 


** As we went westward we followed at 
times the Calvo trail; it is rather steep 
in places, and without exception the 
roughest I ever saw, winding in and out 
amongst and over boulders and across 
long stretches of rocks, through which 
the stock slowly picked its way, explain- 
ing most emphatically why fifteen miles 
was a day’s trip with a pack outfit; 
never, as I recall it, did it seem danger- 
ous, not half so much as many a trial i 
have hit in Montana or Colorado.’’ 


‘‘Why shouldn’t it be bad,’’ asked 
one of the men, ‘‘when it’s been in use 
over two hundred years and for hoofs 
only ? I don’t believe a stroke of work has 
been done on it in years and years. 
That’s why it’s only a long, sinuous 
streak across the hills.’’ 


**We crossed one river which the old 
man called the Rio Metate, and when we 
crossed it again some miles down its 
course it was the Rio Cerro. I gave up 
trying to sift the names and identify the 
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streams. Why, they change the name of 
a river every time it joins another !’’ 

‘*That’s just the way they do with 
the streets in the City,’’ said the mining 
man. ‘‘Calle de Santa Maria may be the 
name of a single block down there, not of 
a whole street; it jars one to go from the 
Road of Eternal Rest to the Street of the 
irand Bombardment without hearing « 
sound or turning a corner.’’ 

‘If you folks are like me, you won’t 
be satisfied with seeing things second 
hand, but must know them on their na- 
tive heaths; we studied all last winter 
one of those interesting things, the res- 
urrection plant, letting it grow a while

in water, as a centerpiece for the table, 
and then put it away on a shelf, a dry 
bit of dead weed as it were. Along this 
Metate river we passed a cliff and 
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Tarahumara archer. 


through a lovely cafion, the sides of 
both covered with green resurrections, 2 
tapestry of the most exquisite texture 
and shade, a gently-waving surface of 
soft, glistening green. I really was 
happy in the gathering of a bagful of 
these plants to take to my friends in the 
North. My heart always has a peculiar 
satisfaction when I find an exotic grow- 
ing wild. Everything down here in the 
dry belt has habits or form caleulated to 
keep it alive over droughts. Many green 
things down here would perish because 
of browsing stock or any wild grazer, 
were they not protected by thorns, yet 
this little moss-like resurrection (conagu- 
ala is its Mexican name) must need in 
this struggle against double odds shrivei 
up, guarding within its dry folds the 
precious life till the welcome rains come 
again.”’ 
‘Still all these, though interesting,

would hardly be worth the long trip you 
took,’’ interrupted the Denver man. 

“Tf you are thinking of -big game,’’ 
replied Stevens, “let me tell you that I 
never saw such an abundance of bear 
sign anywhere as I did abgut our camp 
on the mesa, where they come to feed in 
the fall on berries; we drew blanks on 
bears. All over this high country are 
scattered a fair number of small white- 
tail deer; it’s the dwarf Arizona white- 
tail, I believe. This deer is not nearly 
so shy as its cousin, the Virginia white- 
tail, but it is wary enough; far more so 
than the black-tail. It came onto the 
mesa at night, feeding until daybreak, 
then retreating down into the ravines to- 
ward the barraneca bottom. Once, as we 
changed from one camp to another, 
three of us to get ahead of the pack outfit 
which had started earlier, took a short 
eut over the hills. Just as we heard the 

















bell mare leading the pack on a parallel 
ridge to the right, and could even hear 
the high-pitched voice of the old moso 
driving the mules,a buck sprang up from 
behind a large rock, not more than a hun- 
dred yards ahead of us up the hill. There 
was a prompt shot, and away bounded 2 
deer.”’ 

‘“‘That’s a clean miss,’”’ said the 
shooter, ‘‘and we need meat so much! i 
don’t see how I missed at that distance. 
Why, it was almost close enough to burn 
a hole in his side.”’ 

**Let’s ride by there, any way,’’ | 
said, ‘‘for you may have hit him hard, 
for all his nimbleness.’’ 

‘*There was a deer in a hollow a lit- 
tle beyond one side of the rock, the shot 
having killed him instantly. And the 
story, read by the signs, plain even to us 
greenies, told us that two bucks had been 
resting there, the second having bounded 
off at the shot. I never but once was 
more glad to have fresh meat in camp; 
the fact is we had had no fresh meat for 
several days, and I fovfid that jays and 
flickers were a little too gamey for even 
my longings for wild things. This deer 
is a mighty graceful little thing, a good- 
sized buck weighing probably not more 
than one hundred pounds; this particu- 
lar one I carried behind me across the 
eantle; the two of us together made only 
a good load for my mule, and it was not 
a large mule at that. On this same ride 
from the mesa to the lake camp we went 
over a trail that wound down a long 
steep side cafion, back and forth over a 
small ereek of clear, cool water. The mere 
sight of it made me thirsty as we 
dropped into the temperate zone again. 
When half way down, I dismounted to 
get a drink, filling my cup at a little pool 
a few steps from the trail. I never 


tasted the draught, for before my eyes 
in the pool 


lay a dead buck. There 
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wasn’t a sign of a wound on it, and it 
must have been sick, going as is then 
usual, to lie down in the cool water to 
assuage its thirst and cool its fever. 

‘*We got a couple more later on, so 
you see our, luck at deer. was pretty 
good; the old man marveled at our get- 
ting them at one and two hundred yards 
I rode with him one morning to get the 
skull of a bear he had shot the previous 
spring. As we picked our way around 
the great boulders crowning most of the 
ridges he piled off his horse in a hurry, 
snapped at something in the scrub oak, 
with the roar of his .50 calibre Spencer a 
whacking buck, flag high in the air, 
bounced from rock to rock, and away. 
The neatest miss at twenty paces anyone 
ever saw. 

‘*Here are a few more photos of some 
‘of the things we saw: This one reminds 
me of the endless fun we had watching 
the packing. The Mexicans, you know,

do not use the ordinary cross-tree pack 
saddle of the West, but in its place have 
a large leather bag stuffed with straw, 
the whole affair cinched to the mule; it 
is so fashioned, that each end of the bag 


. 








is thickened in the stuffing, opposite 
thick ends hanging over the mule’s flank. 
They call them ‘aparejos.’ Doubtless the 
old army packers were expert, and I have 
seen some pretty good packing myself in 
the little I have knocked about in the 
West, but I believe these Mexicans could 
give them all cards and spades and beat 
them hands down; what they could do 
with these flat aparejos was little short 
of marvelous. 


‘*The kid usually rode the bell mare; 
he seemed wholly unconscious of being 
on horseback. Sometimes he would be 
way ahead, whistling to the mules to fol- 
low, and hanging crosswise on the mare, 
flat on his belly as though he had a pain, 
and in a moment, at least it appeared no 
more to us, he would be close at hand 
talking to the old man, the boy riding 
with his back to the mare’s head. The 
fact is, one might well have-believed the 
boy was glued on, and he had no saddle, 
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TVarahumara youth—‘graceful attitudes as if by instinct.”

just the bit of blanket he called his own, 
folded under him with no cinch, and a 
single piece of rope tied to the mare’s 
under jaw as a bridle. Often the old man 
would hiss at the pack. outfit to urge it on, 
and then, when one was obstinate, he 
would swear in a high-pitched voice, 
while we were doubled up with laugh- 
ter. 


‘*As we unpacked at night, about fif- 
teen miles being a day’s ride, there being 
no unpacking at midday, the naked apar- 
ejos were put in a row, and very care 
fully covered by the saddle blankets 
to keep them dry. We learned by ob- 
servation, which was abundantly corrob- 
orated by hearsay, that the packers ai- 
ways tried to keep the saddles dry, go- 
ing uneovered at night in a rain if need 
were, in order to keep dry aparejos. The 
next morning the bell mare would be 
rounded up and tied to one end of the 
row, and the mules then driven up to 








»- 











her, though they often went to her of 
their own accord; once in a row along- 
side the mare there was usually no trou- 
ble in holding them there. 


** And the actual packing was a circus. 
They used a broad band of leather to 
blindfold the animal while packing. Nev- 
ertheless once in a while a mule would 
be fractious in packing; if a pack slipped 
while on the road, the mule after being 
caught, was invariably blindfolded be- 
fore the readjustment was undertaken. 
They said it was impossible to pack with- 
out the blind; I never tried it, though 
one could go in and out among the eui- 
mals without danger. In fact, though | 
have had such a limited experience with 
them, I like these little mules as pack 
animals; certainly those we had were 
not half so bad as many a ‘brone’ I have 
thrown a ‘diamond’ on in the North. 

*‘The old man and the kid were a 
source of endless interest to me; almost 
at opposite extremes of the seven ages, 
they were really children together, con- 
tinually arguing about Something. Most 
of the time it was impossible to determine 
what caused the difference. One night, 
by dint of hard work we discovered that 
the question was over the propriety of 
ever calling any human being ‘Poncho,’ 
the boy steadily maintaining that inas- 
much as all the worthless dogs in the 
country were called ‘Poncho,’ therefor it 
was unfit for a man. That was all I 
could make of the chatter, and yet the 
kid, who seemed to like me pretty well, 
wanted me to cast the deciding vote. 
They also played a game by the camp- 
fire, a game much like our ‘tit-tat-toe.’ 
The usual crisscross marks were 
scratched on the ground, and each of the 
two players took three men to play with, 
usually three pieces of charcoa] -and 
three kernels of corn. The object was to 
get three pieces in a row, the first being 
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placed in the center, and the rest alter- 
nating until all were on the ground, and 
then moved back and forth. We ‘grin- 
gos’ watched a while, and after a little 
study we saw that the man who played 


‘first had a cinch. The old man almost 


sweat blood trying to beat us in the hope- 
less handicap when we played first. We 


explained it all to him, but I doubt if he 
retained the scheme; if he did I’ll bet he 
made his pile out of it after we left 
him.”’ 

‘* After all,’’ said the mining man, ‘‘] 
ean’t see that you had a run for your 
money, if that is all you saw; and be- 
sides you had to put up with insects all 
the time, didn’t you?’’ 

‘There were insects and snakes 
a-plenty where we were, but in Novem- 
ber they were mostly dormant; in the 
lower levels the fleas did bother me a good 
deal. However, one has to’ put up with 
some things of this sort if one tries to 
get close to nature. I don’t mind it, and 
am always glad to watch the larger in- 
sects. We encountered several taran- 
tulas, which were sluggish because of the 
cold, and could be picked up with two 
sticks. The slow, almost automatic walk, 
and the ferocious brandishing of mandi- 
bles was very ludicrous. Part way down 
into the barrancas big, blackish rattlers 
were common, yet we were never in the 
least danger; on my first trip we always 
spread our blankets out on the ground to 
air and to warm in the sun. One after- 
noon I started to make up my bed be- 
fore sunset and unrolled a small snake 
from a fold, a snake which immediately 
took the characteristic, defensive, defiant 
attitude of a rattler, and such it proved 
to be, but only ten inches long. We af- 
terward learned that it was a full-grown 
snake of a variety which never grows 
longer, and is called by the Americans 
down here the ‘rock rattler.’ Last year 
I was amongst sdéme fascinating cliff 
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dwellings, but that is too long a story for 
us now. One morning we hunted turkeys 
down a valley in the early morning, when 
it was still cold and ice was on the creek. 
Toward ten, after we had disturbed ail 
the gobblers in the ravine, we found a 


very old cliff house, having next to it a ° 


cave sloping upward into the moun- 


tain, and nearly filled with fallen 
rock. We crawled in, going up- 
ward into the warmer and warmer air 


until well up toward the end there was a 
continual buzzing of flies, though it was 
freezing outside. Pretty soon it became 
somewhat difficult to see ahead of us; 
and then again we thought it wise to go 
slowly, as the sharp rattle of a big snake 
which we soon discovered in the rocks, 
told us there was danger. And to make 
the combination unique, a bat flew back 
and forward in the cave. It lit close to 
me on the wall, long enough for me to 
see that it was an unusual one, so I shot 
it by the light of some matches. Imagine 
my surprise, on picking it up, to find oa 
it three small, transparent flies, which 
clung to it, and which avoided the light, 
running to the shadowy side when we 
had the bat in daylight. I put these par- 
asites into an empty .30-30 to keep them 
for some ‘insect sharps’ that I know. 
They were highly pleased ; in fact, I was, 
too, to find these flies were very rare, 
having been described and collected but 
once before. 

‘*Perhaps I am too easily satisfied with 
such trifles; on the other hand, my re- 
ward comes often in having experiences 
unlooked for, wholly beyond expecta- 
tions. And I did see things later on in 
this last trip that repaid me in them- 
selves alone, for all the outlay of time 
and effort. 

‘* As we followed the Calvo trail west- 
ward from our mesa camp we crossed the 
Metate river, and then by a cut-off 
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known tothe old Mexican went to a beau- 
tiful lake close to the trail, Laguna Guy- 
note. Many of these lakes are small af- 
fairs in old voleano craters, and some 
have no visible outlet, the overflow going 
under ground through the loose rocks. 
As we went westward and westward I 
felt sure that we were in the country 
which Lumholtz in his ‘Unknown Mex- 
ico’ assigns as the southern limit of the 
region inhabited by the Tarahumara In- 
dians; his interesting account of these 
Indians had impressed me deeply. But I 
confess that it was with surprise, yet 
with a thrill of delight, that I met for 
the first time face to face one of these 
Tarahumaras as we neared our lake 
eamp. A short, thin-legged, barefoot 
man, civilized enough, however, to have 
on, besides a breech clout, a cotton shirt, 
and the usual high Mexican hat. But he 
earried what was to me a true counter- 
sign of the savage, his bow and arrows. 
I feasted my eyes on this primitive man, 
rejoicing that I had a chance to see such 
a one; his dog was a fit companion, wild 
like his: master, more like a wolf than 
any dog I had ever seen. I tried to buy 
his bow and arrows, little dreaming of 
the greater luck in store for me, but he 
would not sell. Here is his picture; you 
see that he has a bag of corn over his 
shoulder, sweet roasting ears, and w? 
were glad that he was willing to sell us 
some of this. All these Indians too« 
graceful attitudes, as if by instinct. 

‘‘Our wanderings thus took us to the 
shores of Laguna Guynote, the nearest 
neighbor being a poor Mexican ranchero, 
whose cabin was on the Calvo trail, a 
few miles from the lake. 

‘*Tt is difficult for one steeped in civ- 
ilization, and long convinced that in this 
part of the globe the savage in breech 
clout and hunting with arrows is a thing 
of the past; it is difficult, to reiterate, to

express one’s feelings when one steps in 
sight of a brown man, naked save for a 
loin cloth, and met in his native hills. 
Picture to yourself, and you can in part 
with the aid of these photographs, a 
rocky, flattish mountain, with ridges 
running up to it from the rivers below, 
a region 10,000 feet in the air, with a 
lake here and there, with sweeping mead- 
ows hip high with native grass, a feed fit 
for a king’s stock, and now and again in 
rocky draws great clumps or stretches of 
dense, thorny chapparal; withal a coun- 
try beautiful to look on and camp in, and 
then imagine yourself while riding after 
deer meeting two young Indians, both 
dressed, or undressed, alike, bareheaded, 
barefoot. It gave me a strange feeling 
to see at first in the distance these two 
primitive men, hunting along the forest 
edge, slipping noiselessly in and out of 
the timber, like wraiths, and disappear- 
ing amongst the trees beyond the mead- 
ow. Our desire to see more of these un- 
usual people impelled us to ride in sev- 
eral directions from camp, in the hope 
that their houses might not be far away. 
One forenoon luck directed us down the 
draw which carried the lake overflow and 
a couple of miles down this beginning 
barranca we came upon the Tarahumara 
cabins, and greater luck led us the next 
day to revisit this spot, when we found 
the family ut.home. These dwellings 
were cabins of the roughest sort, no 
chinking, no doors, no windows, no floor, 
and no chimney, and the roof of the 
crudest pole-and-dirt variety, daylight 
sifting through it as water through a 
sieve. The mother, a stout, dark-colored 
squaw, was grinding sweet corn on the 
usual flat lava metate. The ground corn 
was to be used, I found, to make their 
. mildly fermented drink, tesvino, of 
which, our old man said, they drink large 
quantities. Farther down the gulch we 


came to four small square storehouses 
set up on posts, and used to hold wool, 
corn, beans, ete. They have a few sheep 
and weave a thick, heavy blanket in nat- 
ural colors, the ground being white, while 
brown and black stripes run crosswise ; 
their girdles are well known all over 
northern Mexico, woven in criss-cross 
pattern. We tried to buy one, but they 
did not or would not understand what 
we wanted. We also endeavored to buy 
a large, fine, closely-woven blanket hang- 
ing in the lean-to, but this was distinctly 
refused. When we first rode up to the 
house the squaw and a cunning little 
girl were at home. All the time we were 
there the mother did not speak a word, 
except when we tried to make friends 
with the little one, and gave her som: 
sweet chocolate. The child wore a shell 
necklace, and in each pierced ear a large 
shell ornament. The log house had no 
fireplace, the cooking being done, as we 
witnessed, over an open fire in the center 
of the dirt floor. It was very evident

that smoke had no terrors for these peo- 
ple. They seemed to have no metal uten- 
sils, a few blackened earthen bowls and 
ollas being, apparently, all they needed 


for their kitchen life. They must have 
slept on the earth floor, for there was no 
bed, unless a few reeds gathered in one 
corner could be dignified by that name. 


. 
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Everything gave evidence of the most 
primitive conditions, and a hard, intense 
struggle for life. We rode quite a way 
down the ravine hoping to meet some 
other Indians who could talk to our old 
man, for he knew some Tarahumara; we 
found that advantage of every least little 
level spot had been utilized to grow corn 
and cane. We met two children, a small 
boy with an aldermanic stomach, and a

basket, and dressed only in the dignity 
of a stolid little savage, and an older girl. 
What they were gathering we could not 
learn; I surmise they were after cocoon 
larve found on the madrona tree. They 
slipped away from us as quickly as pos- 


sible, shy as turkeys. We soon met a 
youth, about fourteen, who carried in a 
blanket over his shoulder quite a load of 
sweet corn; he was quite dignified, not 
at all timid, and went with us back to 
the first cabin, where -we also met his 
older brother. It was then that we rec- 
ognized these two boys as the Indians we 
-had seen at a distance a few days before. 
I want you to look carefully at these pic- 
tures, and then tell me if it isn’t good 
luck for a ‘stay-at-home’ to meet such 
savages, such children of the wilds, in 


their wilderness fastness? Isn’t that a 
shock of hair? We smilingly remarked to 
each other how valuable it would be to a 
football player or a violinist. By the 
way, there was a well-made violin in 
the cabin; they learned to use this in- 
strument through the Mexicans, and now 
make them themselves; when you read 
Luimholtz’s book you will learn how fon: 
these folks are of music and dancing. But 
to get back to the boy: His build tells 
the tale of an ancestry of runners. A 
greyhound on two legs, long and slim of 
limb, light in bone and muscle, and such 
a chest! This boy is indeed of a race of 
long distance runners, long distance run- 
ners by inheritance and achievement, jus- 
tifying the reputation of his forebears, 
the best long distance runners in Mexico, 
perhaps in the world; at any rate I know 
of no people fitter to make records, and 
whose records are better. They often 
run fifty to seventy miles a day, for a 
week at a time, not on a track, but on a 
natural trail, up and down as it chances 
to be; and, too, in high altitudes, five or 
ten ‘thousand feet. They traverse these 
long distances on pinole and water; pi- 
nole being roasted corn ground into mea). 
They are hired to run down bunches of 
wild horses by the Mexicans, keeping the 
herd constantly on the move, so that they 
have almost no chance to feed or drinx, 
a few days sufficing to make the horses 
as listless as a burro, and they tire out 
deer, too, in the same way. One of their 
favorite games, played mostly by the 
men, and in a modified form also by the 
women, is that of a race wherein a 
wooden ball is forced over a_ given 
course by kicking it with bare feet. We 
found a discarded ball on the lake shore, 
the ball being of some light wood, and 
for hand work, surprisingly true. We 
persuaded the older boy to shoot at a 
mark, and in this we were disappointed, 
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as the arrows did not fly very accu- 
rately. He was really a handsome fel- 
low, with regular features and beautifu' 
teeth, which were generously exposed by 
his engaging smile, and all was rendered 
more attractive by his fine hair. He 
willingly allowed us to take his picture, 
but did not seem over-anxious to go back 
to camp with us. Our moso spent some 
time with him, coaxing him to come, 
seemingly telling the boy, ‘You are a 
good fellow, come along,’ and encourag- 
ing him by gentle patting on the shoul- 
der. We promised him meat if he came 
to camp, which seemed to ‘fetch’ him, 
for after a few low-spoken words to his 
mother, a conversation carried on with- 
out the least play of feature as with 
other Indians I have met, he picked up 
his bow, a few arrows, and his blanket, 
and strode off up the ravine ahead of 
our mules. Meat is a rare thing in their 
monthly dietary; they often spend a 
whole day felling a great pine tree in 
which a squirrel has taken refuge, and 
when it falls their little dogs, trained to 
do this, rush in, and in a flash catch the 
squirrel. There is, I am told, a fairly 
even distribution afterward, the family 
taking the meat and the dog the skin. 
The youth kept ahead of us with ease as 
we rode campward, uphill all the way, 
and over logs as though there were none. 
We stopped on the lake shore at timber 
edge, while one of us stalked some coots 
on the beach; the Tarahumara watched 
every move, and smiled with satisfaction 
when two birds fell at the shot. He 
then waded into the lake, retrieved the 
ducks, and was pleased when we made 
him understand by signs that the birds 
were for him, and then, hanging the 
game in the lower branches of a near-by 
tree, we went on. At camp he sat near 
the fire to dry his breech-clout, and the 
while ate most heartily of our fare, es- 
pecially of venison. 

‘* After he was dry we took his picture 
again, and then made up a package for 
him; the bones and fragments of an old 


shoulder of venison, the partly stripped 
bones of another shoulder, the neck of 
a more recently killed deer, a freshly 
skinned buck hide, pieces of another 
buckskin, a cocoa box full of salt, and 
some odds and ends. He packed this all 
in his blanket, and with an engaging 
smile for ‘good-bye,’ trotted homeward. 
As I watched this nimble runner hit the 
trail around the lake, pack on back, and 
covering the ground as though he wer? 
free-handed, I thought to myself, ‘How 
I would like to be a fly on the wall of 
that cabin when he gets back.’ I have 
always hoped that they all got half the

satisfaction in having that we did in giv- 
ing, and I believe they did. 

**T notice something on this boy’s 
wrist; it looks like a band for a weak 
wrist,’’ said the Ohio man. 

‘‘The same thought occurred to me 
when I first noticed the thing,’’ answered 
Stevens. ‘‘In fact, however, it is a band 
of thick, firm leather worn on the left 
wrist to protect it when shooting with 
the bow, for the string strikes the wrist 


. 
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a sharp blow in the recoil. Both of the 
boys wore these things, and so did the 
more fully clad Tarahumara whom we 
first met. Here are some of their arrows; 
I bought them of the boy at camp, but 
it would have been far more satisfactory 
eould I have carried away the spent ar- 
row found by another of our party. The 
lad was also willing to sell his bow, but 
it seemed at the time too awkward to 
earry about as we shifted camp on the 
home ride; now I wish I had it, and re- 
.gret my laziness. These arrows are, as 
you can see, well made and light. The 
lower two-thirds of the shaft is a reed, 
which I am told, is gathered by thes 
people on the Pacific slope, after severa! 
days’ traveling from home. A slender 
piece of hard wood is inserted into the 
reed shaft to make the head, and the 
joint is a work of art, the sinew binding 
as pretty a piece of work as one coull 
wish. For birds and small game the ar- 
row is left unbarbed, the hardwood end 
being burned to increase its temper as 
it were. Here is an arrow used for deer; 
you see it has a steel point, and with this 
exception the arrow is a copy of the 
other. 

**We may have given this boy for his 
arrows, etc., two dollars. When I asked 
Molina what he would do with this 
wealth he said, ‘Probably go to Sandia 
(fifty miles), buy a few things, like 
salt, calico, and return the next day.’ 
Fifty miles over hills, down into deep 
barraneas descending twenty-five hun- 
dred feet or more, and up again, and ali 
in a day on foot! We ceased wondering 
at our visitor’s mighty chest, and we felt 
that all the tales of the Tarahumara as 
a runner could well be true. 

*‘Here and there in this southern 
Tarahumara country one finds small 
piles of rocks, three or four, one on an- 
other, which were said to have been 
raised by the Apaches when they rav- 
aged this country. I am inclined to be- 
lieve that they are trail marks, for I have 
seen a good many in northern Chihuahua 
‘that were at the forks of a trail. Who 
put them there is another proposition. 
I saw such stones on the top of a col- 
umnar rock near the lake camp, a rock 
over fifty feet tall. 
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‘*As I said before, the late fall or 
winter is the best time for hunting where 
we were, as by that time water is less 
abundant, and all kinds of game concen- 
trates about the lakes or live creeks. The 
lake we camped on was much lower the 
previous year and there was then a ver- 
tieal trail beaten into the sandy shor: 
by wolves, coyotes, etc., in their search 
for stray ducks, or perhaps a deer or a 
turkey. 

‘*You ask what was the queerest thing 
that happened to us? Well, I guess you 
will give the limit to my companion’s 
experience. While watching for ducks 
one day on the lake shore we heard a 
racket in the bushes near by, and soon a 
fawn trotted, gracefully as only ? deer 
can, but in a hurry, to the shore, and at- 
temped to swim across the little bay we 
were on. It soon seemed to get bewil- 
dered, as it rted back, hesitating 
a while, and then appearing to be 
very tired; my friend stripped and swam 
out to aid it to shoal water. He car- 
ried it part way in, when it slipped from 
his grasp, and without being in the least 
hindered by him in its efforts to recover, 
it drowned before he could once more 
raise it out of water high enough to let 
it breathe. We thought that it had beer 
pursued unti. very nearly exhausted, an | 
that it had taken to water to cover its 
trail.’’ 

‘“*Tt’s a pity the little thing wasn’t 
saved,’’ remarked the Ohio man, ‘‘but al 
any rate it was better than hounding a 
deer or a moose into the water and 
butchering it there in eold blood, as some 
of the mighty hunters in the Adiron- 
dacks and Canada used to do.’’ 

‘*You have made good, Stevens,”’ said 
the mining man, ‘‘ana it all comes from 
getting away from beaten lines of 
travel.’’ 

‘*That’s so,’’ replied Stevens. ‘‘ When 
I cross the border into El Paso I’ll surely 
be glad to be in the States again, but I’ii 
say ‘Adios, Mexico,’ with regret. A 
strange land is Mexico, a land of cour- 
tesy, and cactus, torrential rains, and 
dry deserts, a land replete with odd 
scenes, and ways full of romance, and 
old glories, yet young with untold pos- 
sibilities.’’ 





MY CAMPING ADVENTURE.

Our camp lay in a ravine. A steep 
monutain sheltered it from the north 
wind, I had often wished to indulge 
my taste for excitement and longed to 
explore this particular peak of the Rocky 
mountains. Ours was only a pleasure 
party, but its rules were stringent, nev- 
ertheless. On account of the numerous 
dangers surrounding us, it was distinctly 
understood that there was to be no hunt- 
ing after adventures nor any any indi- 
vidual strolls. Now, I did not wish tc 
return to the East without some unusual 
experiences to relate. 

The 
girls and the men of our camping party 
were deeply engrossed in some amuse- 


ment at the farther end of the ravine and © 


our chaperon was taking a nap while pre- 
tending to be reading. I slipped away in 
exultation and followed the narrow trai! 
up the side of the monntain, gathering 
the bright berries, while incidentally I 
was on the outlook for the unexpected. 
When I came to a sharp turn in the nar- 
row, irregular path my frivolous wish 
for adventure was painfully realized. 
There, a few feet away, stood a huge, 
genuine, live Indian! I shut my eyes in 
a weakening terror. My quick imagina- 
tion pictured my scalp already hanging 
from his belt and I realized the future 
futility of curling tongs. Not stopping 


to reflect that perhaps we did not use the 
same vernacular, I cried out in terror: 

**Take my life, but do not scalp me! 
It would be so frightfully unbecoming.’’ 

Now, as a rule, Indians can not be ex- 
pected to have much sympathy with a 
harmless vanity, so I hardly dared hope 
that my piteous appeal would have any 
effect. To my inexpressible joy and b> 
wildering surprise, I heard these words, 
uttered in the most polished accents: 

**My dear young lady, have no fear 
for your life or your charming head- 
dress, but permit me to offer you this 
book I have been reading, as a seal of 
my unwarlike intentions.’’ 

The book was none other than Schil- 
ling’s ‘‘ Elizabethan Lyrics.’’ This ami- 
able savage proved to be a graduate of 
the Indian College of Carlisle, who had 
been masquerading in the dress of his 
tribe. 

Together we walked down the trail dis- 
eussing Bret Harte’s and James Feni- 
more Cooper’s wesfern tales, and re- 
turned to the camp, where I presented to 
my friends this delightful native—my 
own original discovery. He became ar 
invaluable addition to our camping 
party, for in hunting and fishing he was 
an expert, and he initiated us into many 
a forest secret and trick of the sports- 
man. 
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We are not a chronic fisher. We 
(speaking with the editorial license 
gleaned from having run a ‘‘weakly”’ 
until we owed the postmaster so much 
for postage that we traded jobs)—we 
do not follow it as a business nor as a 
relief from the carking cares of a com- 
mercial life. We enjoy seeing a photo 
of a big fish and perusing the lie be- 
neath as well as the next man, but there 
we draw the line. The fact is we signed 
the pledge thirty-two years ago and 
since that time fishing has never been 
on our dancing list with any regularity 
whatever. 

Therefore, when the altitudinous 
forms of those two amiable pests, Cook 
and Cone, loomed large on our horizon 
one day last week, our being was agitated 
to the uttermost depths of its paleozoic 
strata. The piscatorial peculiarities of 
these two individtals are too well known 
to require extended description by the 
undersigned victim. 

As they approached us we thought- 
fully allowed our left hand to rest on 
our pocketbook and inhaled a prepara- 
tory breath. To their credit be it said, 
they came to the point at once. Would 
we go fishing? No, we thought we 
would not. Would we stroll down and 
take a look at the sad sea waves? Well, 
hardly. Would we accept a nice, fat, 
motherly ten-cent smokerino and a red- 
headed parlor match? Slightly. 

As we drew that match along the equa- 
tor of our good right pedal we realized 











that we were under parole to the enemy. 
Accordingly we passed our fingers 
thoughtfully through the aching void 
where our hair ought to be, spat sadly 
into our favorite corner and signified 
that we were ready. 

We went rapidly down the street. 
There were no cans attached to us, but 
time seemed to be short. By the time 
we had gone a block it became evident 
that one of our number was a mere trifle 
too low-sprocketed for the swift pace. 


* Naturally it was the humble scribe and 


we chronicle here that by the time the 
landing was reached there were incipien: 
symptoms of a hot-box in our gearing. 

Cook at once made himself useful in 
untethering the boat—a delicate robin’s- 
egg blue commodity that danced about 
on the tiny rivulets hke a Mexican hair- 
less pup on a hornet’s resort. As we al- 
lowed our expressive orbs to wander over 
its impressionistic contour we questioned 
the thing’s intelligence in undertaking to 
float three characters of the brand now 
confronting it. 

Cone meanwhile was chucking in the 
bait. The bait came in small flasks, like 
smelling salts. There was bait to the 
right of us, bait to the left of us and a 
corkscrew to put it on the hooks with. 

Everything being in readiness we 
stole one last look at all we hold dear 
and, with a convulsive hiccough stepped 
off into the unknown. The unknown 
had a free and easy method of becom- 
ing acquainted with us—employing tac- 
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tics that we will not attempt to enumer- 
ate at this time. 


Cook next lowered his corporeal su- 
perfluesity into the boat and assumed 
the rote of the galley slave at the 
sweeps. He removed his coat, opened 
his vest and exposed to view an inch or 
so of the foliage on his lungs. He then 
shoved his feet half way through the 
bottom, gripped the oars and yelled to 
Cone to jump. 

Cone, who is built like a refrigerator, 
and weighs twice as much, yielded to 
the tender invitation and performed the 
operation known in circuses as the 
‘Leap for Life.’’ After the earth had 
resumed its daily revolution and the 
waters of the earth had regained their 
normal composure, Cook dropped the 
sweeps into the limpid current and 
emitted a grunt indicative of the s’teen 
thousands of foot-tons expended in the 
initial effort. For a brief moment the 
Caramel (that was the name painted on 
it) swayed hesitatingly in the balance 
then began slewing around with the 
ease and grace of a rhinoceros in a mud- 
bath. 

A few agonizing moments and we 
were abroad on the vasty deep with Cone 
making preparations for the sport. The 
sport consisted of dragging, pulling and 
otherwise hauling various  artifices 
through the water in a manner, style or 
method intended to seduce, defraud or 
mystify the wily denizens of the lake, 
river or ocean into the belief, theory or 
expectation that he sees breakfast, din- 
ner or supper. 

After heaving out the spoons Cone fell 
into a comatose condition similar to that 
of a thoroughbred pointer with a grouse 
ten feet from his nose.

We had reeled off a hundred yards or 
so when we got what is known as a 
strike.

Cone 
grabbed a pole and emitted a yell like a 
Comanche being kicked by a cow-pony. 
We were looking on, innocently and 
wonderingly perhaps, when a distressing 
thing occurred.

- As we sat down Cook 
turned half around to inquire into the 
meaning of our agitation and—we got 
the encore from the other side. We ex- 
plained to him that we were well pick- 
led and in first-class condition to enjoy 
anything- else that might be coming our 
way. ; 

Cone, meantime, was facing obstreper- 
osity on the part of the catch. It ap- 
pears the critter had jumped out and 
took a hasty squint at Cone, made a face 
at him, and started for the tall timber 
with his tail between his—er—very much 
seared. 

After playing him around the boat a 
couple of times he broke water again 
and we swear he looked to be as large 
as grandpap’s green traveling trunk. 
Cone, like the bulldog he was, hung on, 
that being, in fact, all he could do, un- 
less he let loose. At last, after a long 
fight, there were signs of victory on our 
part. The big fish was being drawn 
slowly along the side of the boat. As 
he passed by us, we leaned slightly over 
and secured a magnificent view of his 


‘ hereulean proportions, which view was 
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spoiled by the fish folding up in the 
middle and tossing a bucket of water 
into our features. 

But it was the last lingering flop, as 
Cook then seized him by the eyeballs 
and hoisted him into the boat. Here he 
regained his nerve and began flapping 
the loose water that lurked in the boat 
bottom. We got it in hunks and 
bunches. Cone reached down and made 
a spasmodic attempt to stroke the crea- 
ture and tame it, but he patted it on the 
back fin by mistake and the yell he let 
out caused an answering toot from the 
excursion steamer half a mile distant. 

Following this incident it became 
more or less evident that we were ex- 
pected to perform the responsible duties 
of bailee. Bailing, in fact, seemed to be 
quite as important as rowing at this 


juncture. It was a fielder’s choice which: 


was safest—in the boat or out of it. 
Seizing the trusty apple can we rested 
our young and innocent shins on a half- 
inch hardwood rib and got busy. Wa- 
ter flew before us with & frightened air. 
Water floated in behind us with a famil- 
iar one. The pickerel swam fiercely to 
and fro seeking to nip a stray digit, 
making the work highly exhilarating. 
However, as may be guessed, we won 
the contest and then, just as we sank 
back on our haunches in the last ragged 
edges of complete exhaustion, what hap- 
pened? Why, another strike, of course! 
This strike had the same earmarks as 
its predecessor, but it was of larger cali- 
bre. It was a warm fight, but Cook kept 
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the air so full of water that we missed 
most of it. The boat sank lower and yet 
lower, while the apple can smoked as 
we heaved the engulfing element over 
our port bow. But at last the pumps 
refused to work, the mighty ocean crept 
relentlessly in over our rail and we were 
within sight of Davy Jones’ locker when 
—the line broke and saved our lives. 
Repition oft repeated becomes monot- 
ony. Too much is plenty. It was in this 
instance. Our cuticle was beginning to 
whiten and assume the appearance of 
the fuzzy side of tripe when we re- 
belled. After a choice round of repartee 
that would have done your heart good 
it was decided to adjourn sine die. 
Getting back to the dock was an ex- 
perience that would have turned many 
a man’s hair yellow. Many a time we 


-were so low in the water that the pick- 


erel tried to swim off. At length we 
extracted our battered hulks from the 
boat and bent our maimed and bleeding 
footsteps homeward. In view of the 
valiant services performed by the un- 
dersigned in the face of grave danger I 
took the fish. This fish later on turned 
a back somersault in the cook’s ‘lap, 
scaring that lady into a nervous chill 
that cost us $2.50. 

By the way, we observe Jim Wagner 
advertising in the local paper for a lost 
dog. If anyone will locate said dog, kil: 
it and bring in its ears we will make him 
a present of a beautiful Georgia pine fid- 
dle that cost us $27. Jim lives next door 
to us.

THE BEARS OF NORTH AMERICA. 


J. ALDEN LORING. 


(Fourth Part-) 


THE BLACK BEARS. 


Before I begin the discussion of the 
American black bears, the reader must 
be made to understand the exact rela- 
tionship existing between them-and the 
so-called ‘‘cinnamon bear,’’ which for 
years has been the cause of much discus- 
sion in sportsmen’s magazines. 

In opening my article on the grizzly 
bears I deseribed the methods employed 
by naturalists in determining a new spe- 
cies of mammal. Following these princi- 
ples with the black bears and the ‘‘cin- 
namon bears,’’ we find on comparing 
their skulls that their characteristics 
agree so closely that there is no chance 
for doubting that the two are the same 
species. ' If additional proof were needed. 
it could be supplied fiom the fact that 
the cubs of both color phases are fre- 
quently found with an old bear of either 
color. , 

‘*With the exception of the ‘‘yellow 
bear’’ of Louisiana, which is now consid- 
ered to be.the ‘‘cinnamon’’ phase of the 
Louisiana black bear, these color phases 
are most frequently met with west of 
the Great Plains. There are a few rec- 
ords of ‘‘cinnamon bears’’ being killed 
in Pennsylvania, and I met an old guide 
in the Adirondack mountains who had 
heard of a light brown bear being kille‘l 
in the vicinity of Tupper lake. 

In the New York Zodlogical park there 
was a difference of several weeks in the 
shedding of some bears’ coats and the 
shedding of others. The new hair that 
came in in July or August was glossy 


* than the 


black, but it gradually faded until the 
following May or June (at which time it 
began to shed), when it was a reddish yel- 
low. Even in late August, when the new 
pelage had attained considerable length, 
a patch of the matted yellow hair re- 
mained on the back, and the contrast be- 
tween the old worn coat and the new 
black one was striking. Occasionally 
one will find a black bear skin with an 
irregular spot of white on the chest. The 
black bear’s skins are more 
**einnamon bears.’’ 

In his ‘‘Check List of Mammals’’ 
Dr. Daniel Giraud Elliot recognizes in 
the black bear group the following eleven 
species and sub-species of bears: 

** American black bear (Ursus amer- 
icanus, Pallas); distribution, North 
America, eastern part, where forests 
are found except in Louisiana, Flori- 
ida and M[Labrador. Sornberger’s 
black bear (Ursus americanus 
borgeri, Bangs); distribution, 
rador north to the limit of trees. Queen 
Charlotte Island black bear (Ursus 
americanus carlotte, Osgood), distri- 
bution, Queen Charlotte Islands, British 
Columbia, Canada. Desert black bear 
(Ursus Americanus Eremicus, Mer- 
riam); distribution, state of Coahuila, 
Mexico, possibly north to Davis Moun- 
tain, Texas. Florida black bear, (Ursus 
Floridanus, Merriam); distribution, 
Everglades of Florida. Louisiana black 
bear (Ursus luteolus, Griffith); distri- 
bution, Louisiana to Texas. Range un- 
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determined. Northwestern black bear, 
(Ursus altifrontalitis, Elliot) ; distribu- 
tion, Washington, range unknown. Al- 
berta black bear, (Ursus hylodromus, El- 
liot) ; distribution unknown. Fighting 
bear, (Ursus machetes, Elliot) ; distribu- 
tion, northern Mexico. Edmond’s glacier, 
bear, (Ursus emmonsi Dall; distribu- 
tion, Saint Elias range of mountains 
southeasterly to Juneau; exact range un- 
known. Inland white bear (Ursus ker- 
modil, Hornaday) ; distribution, district 
south of Skeena river to Rivers Inlet and 
Kitimat Arm, Gribble Island, British 
Columbia, Canada. The distribution 
only imperfectly known.’’ 


In general appearance the black bears 
differ from the two preceding groups 
in the following ways: They lack the 
hump on the shoulder and the skull is 
not as broad, the head tapers more grad- 
ually from the base of the ear to the nose. 
Butindividuals differ in sizeandinshape. 
as well as in disposition. Occasionally a 
bear will be found with a broad head 
and a short muzzle, which gives the ani- 
mal a very odd and striking appearance. 
This chunkiness was very pronounced in 
a large Florida black bear owned by the 
New York Zodélogical Society, and also 
in a ‘‘cinnamon bear’’ that came from 
the Rocky mountains. 


The pelage of the black bears lacks the 
shaggy appearance of theother American 
members of the family, and when prime 
it is of almost uniform length through- 
out, giving to its owner a rounded, well- 
formed shape. The texture of the hair 
is finer and it lacks the wiry stiffness of 
the brown bears and the grizzly bears. 
The claws of the fore feet are about 
twice the length of those on the hind 
feet and in the black animals are almost 
black, while in the ‘‘cinnamon’’ phase 
they are reddish yellow. 


The range of the black bears is so much 
greater than that of the brown bears 
and the grizzly bears, that nature pro- 
vides them with a much larger bill of 
fare from which to appease their appe- 
tites. Not only is the black bear found 
to-day in nearly every part of the coun- 
try where the brown bears and the griz- 
zly bears live, but they were formerly 
distributed over practically all of North 


_ America where timber and brush existed 


in sufficient quantities to afford them 
protection. Even now they inhabit 
nearly all large uninhabited tracts of 
country. 

It is natural to suppose that the food 
of an animal whose range extends over 
such a vast territory would be extremely 
varied. In regions where the black bears 
are found with brown bears and grizzly 


“bears their food is much the same. In 


the northwestern and northeastern cor- 
ners of North America (where, because 
of the immense salmon runs during the 
summer, it is easier for them to live on 
a diet of fish than to hunt smaller food) 
they are no less a lover of meat than the 
brown bears or the grizzly bears. 


For several weeks after they have left 
their winter den in late March or early 
April, according to the weather condi- 
tions, black bears live almost entirely on 
pine needles, buds of shrubs and trees, 
grass, wintergreens and their berries, 
and squaw berries (partridge berry, 
twinberry). At this season they seek the 
swamps and ‘‘hammocks,’’ and lowlands, 
or feed in the brushy margins of rivers, 
streams and lakes. Later they begin to 
dig roots, overturn stones and logs, and 
tear to pieces rotten stumps in search of 
grubs, crickets, ants, their eggs and 
pupa, and insects of various kinds. 
Snakes, frogs, small turtles and craw- 
fish are also on their bill of fare, and as

the vegetables and fruits begin to ripen 
and the summer advances they break into 
the farmer’s or the planter’s gardens and 
devastate his cornfield and potato crops, 
his vineyard and his berry patches. They 
are ravenously fond of nearly all kinds 
of wild berries and in some sections they 
live on berries entirely when they are 
fattening, previous to entering their win- 
ter quarters. Birds and their eggs, 
young birds, mice, chipmunks, ground 
squirrels and mushrooms are also eaten, 
and in the fall when the nut crop is ripe 
they live on sweet acorns, beech nuts, 
pifion nuts, hickory nuts, chestnuts and 
pecans. At this season one will find 
where they have been digging out the 
chipmunk’s and ground squirrel’s win- 
ter store of nuts, grains and fruits, and 


if the owner is caught in a branching tun- 
nel, he too, is gobbled down. They will 
go through any amount of torture by be- 
ing stung in order to get a good meal of 
honey from a “‘ bee tree,’’ which they are 
able to rob after tearing open the en- 
trance with their stout claws and handy 
forepaws. Yellow-jackets’ nests are 
also torn open for the eggs and larve 
they contain. In fields of sugar cane they 
wreak sad havoe. Along the east coast of 
the Florida peninsula, the Florida Black 
Bear ravishes the pineapple beds and 
steals the golden oranges, while at night 
he may be seen patrolling the sandy 
beach in quest of turtles’ nests, which he 
digs into and robs of their eggs. But 
probably the strangest of all articles of 
food eaten by black bears are hettles, 
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ants and Jack-in-the-pulpit tubers. It is 
a well known fact that ants secrete for- 
mie acid, and as the prickly sensation 
produced by the sting of the nettle, is 
also caused by the same chemical it can 
be inferred that bruin is particularly 
fond of formic acid. If one wonders why 
eating Jack-in-the-pulpit corms, indicate 
a depraved taste, he should cut into one 
of them and touch it to the tip of his 
tongue, whereupon it will feel as though 
a thousand needle points were torturing 
him. 

During the summer bears destroy a 
few young deer, elk and moose, and like 
the grizzlies, after the hunting season has 


opened, they doubtless kill wounded . 


game, but the damage they do to young 
game is probably small, for at that time 
of the year other food of their choice is 
plentiful. They have been known to kill 
sheep and calves and they are particu- 
larly fond of pigs. In the south, where 
pigs roam through the oak timber as the 
cattle range over the western plains and 
prairies, large numbers of pigs are an- 
nually killed by bears. “Like honey, pork 
is a favorite food and when once they 
have visited a sty and got a taste of it, 
they will continue calling until every 
pig has been killed or the bear himself 
has met his just fate at the hands of the 
farmer or ranchman. 

The black bear’s favorite haunt, par- 
ticularly in the late summer and early 
fall, is the ‘‘down timber,’’ ‘‘slashing,’’ 
or ‘‘second growth timber,’’ as the re- 
gions are called that have been swept by 
fire, and after the trees have died and 
fallen, have grown up to brush, berry 
bushes and small trees. In such places 
the decaying stumps and logs furnish a 


harvest of chipmunks, mice, grubs 
and ants, and the berry bushes 
are filled with the choice fruit. It 


is on the hill tops, mountain sides 
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and bottomlands of this character, 
that the bear hunter is sure to be success- 
ful and on entering a tract of ‘‘down tim- 
ber’’ frequented by bears, he finds the 
ant hills, logs and stumps torn to pieces, 
the berry bushes trampled and the limbs 
of chokeberry trees broken, where the 
bears have ‘‘worked.’’ The heavy conif- 
erous forests of the West, and the de- 
ciduous woods of the Adirondacks and 
the Catskills, are also bruin’s home; and 
in the swamps ‘‘hammocks,’’ and cane 
brakes of the southern states he finds safe 
shelter. 

A bear is one of that kind of animals 
that one may meet at any time of the 
day or night, but he is less active during 
the middle of the day. He feeds mostly 
in the late afternoon and early evening, 
but he will sometimes feed all night and 
well into the next day. In the early 


‘spring and the early fall he is a great 


wanderer, but after he has once decided 
to settle down he usually remains in a 
locality until his food supply is ex- 
hausted or he is frightened away. 

In midsummer it is a common occur- 
rence to see a female with yearling cubs 
loafing along a mountain side, and in the 
fall the trio may be accompanied by a 
male. The black bear lacks the courage 
of his cousins, the grizzly bear, and the 
brown bear, for even when wounded or 
with cubs, a female will rarely turn to 
fight. Men have been killed by these an- 
imals, however, but the percentage of 
deaths or injuries from them is much 
smaller than that caused by the other 
bears, although the black bears are more 
numerous and inhabit a much larger 
area. 

The safest and most successful method 
of bunting them is with dogs and when 
overtaken by the hounds, the bear us- 
ually takes to a tree or turns to fight. 
They are good climbers and will scram- 
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ble up a tree by elasping the trunk with 
their fore legs and pulling themselves up 
while the hind feet prevent them from 
slipping back and aid in pushing. In 
this manner the bear hitches along and 
reaches the first limbs and then has no 
difficulty in climbing as high as the 
strength of the limbs will permit. In 
descending he comes down ‘‘stern”’ first, 
slipping, sliding and catching as he de- 
seends. 

A friend told me the following expe- 
rience that he had in Canada a few years 
ago. He was traveling on a mountain 
trail when he saw several dogs tree a 
black bear. Thinking that no one was 
near, he rode to the spot and was in the 
act of dispatching the animal with his 
revolver, when he heard shouts, and saw 
a squaw approaching. She soon made 
him understand that the dogs were hers 
and that she was about to kill the bear. 
Curious to see how she intended to do it 
(for she had no weapons), he waited in 
silence. She took from her belt a long 
hunting knife such as all Indians earry, 
put it between her teeth and climbed the 
tree, chasing the bear before her until 
he had gone as far as he dared. Then she 
cautiously approached him and reaching 
up, ripped open his stomach, and quickly 
slid to the ground. A few minutes later 
the bear, weak from loss of blood and 
pain, fell from the tree and was killed 
by the squaw and the dogs. 

The Cree Indians of Canada say that 
the black bears are afraid of the griz- 
zlies, and for that reason the two never 
cross. . 

In localities where the bears can get 
plenty of fish their flesh is not fit for 
food, but a young bear that has been 
feeding on berries and nuts tastes not 
unlike pork, and to my palate it is very 
acceptable food. 

The weight of -an adult black bear.is 


usually between 200 and 400 pounds, but 
they sometimes reach 600 or 700 pounds 
in weight. The Florida black bear pre- 
viously referred to, was an exceptionally 
large one. A bear that never goes over 
300 pounds, will be four years reaching 
maturity, but one that grows larger will 
take at least two years more to reach its 
full growth. 

It is the general impression among 
hunters and naturalists that black bears 
produce young but once in two years, and 
probably this is generally the case, but 
from the following, quoted from Mr. 
William T. Hornaday’s American Nat- 
ural history, credit for which is also 
given to Mr. Arthur B. Baker, it will be 
seen that in captivity at least, such is 
not always the case: ‘‘At Cuyahoga 


Falls, Ohio, are two specimens which reg- 
ularly hibernate, and also a pair, born in 
1888, which, with the exception of three 
vears, have had eubs each January (21st 
to 27th) up to 1903, all of which were 
raised, except a few which met death by 
accident. ’’ ; : 

The following excellent account of the 
early development of a family of black 
bears, written by Mr. Frank Thompson 
and published in Forest and Strean: 
(Sept. 4, 1879) is copied from Dr. C. 
Hart Merriam’s Mammals of the Adi- 
rondacks : 

‘*About the middle of January last, 
the female black bear in the Society’s 
collection refused to come out of her 
den into the open pit and would not al- 
low the male to approach her. She was 
immediately closed in and furnished 
with an abundance of hay, with which 
she busied herself in making a nice warm 
bed. At 4 p. m. on January 26th, the 


young ones were born and I did not see 
them until the third day after, when I 
was surprised by the keeper informing 
me that she would allow him to enter 
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the den. On going with him, he un- 
locked the door, fearlessly walked in, and 
quickly began feeding her with bits of 
bread, which he sliced from a loaf held 
in his hand. By holding the bread just 
over her head, he finally tempted her to 
sit up on her haunches, when I obtained 
a clear view of two young ones, lying 
asleep just back of her front paws. From 
where I stood, about six feet distant, they 
did not seem to exceed six inches in 
length, were a dirty whitish color, and 
appeared entirely bare of hair. In about 
ten days their coats began to show and

As 
they grew older and began to run about 
she would sit on her haunches, lazily lean 
back against the wall, take a cub on each 
forearm and hold them up to her breast 
until they were satisfied. Occasionally 
they would have a regular sparring bout, 
standing erect, feinting, countering, and 
making use of many of the tricks of old 
votaries of the P. R. These frolics would 
generally end in a clinch, fall, and a 
regular rough and tumble fight, when 
the mother would abruptly put a stop to 
it, by suddenly knocking both of the con- 
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testants completely out of time. In facet, 
as they grew apart, the parental visita- 
tions increased so rapidly I began to 
feel she would put an end to my bear in- 
vestigations by chastising the lives out 
of them, but of late she has slackened in 
her attentions, and I am in hopes of fol- 
lowing the growth of Ursus americanus 
from babyhood to adolescence.”’ 

Usually two cubs are born at a time, 
but three are not unusual, and some- 
times even four and five. At the age of 
three months they certainly are the jol- 
liest bits of nature ever wrapped in fur 
hides. The hair is soft and inclined to 
be woolly, and the claws are bone color. 
Most eubs are extremely docile and will 
make a playmate of a dog or a cat in a 
short time. But with bears, just as with 
all animals, there is a great difference 
in the temperament of different indi- 
viduals, and a bear’s temperament is 
shown at an early age. A regular ter- 
ror of a cub, that could not have been 
more than three months old, was pre- 
sented to the New York Zodélogical park. 
He refused to make friends with any one 
and instead of crawling over his keeper 
until he became a nuisance as most cubs 
would have done, this one would rush at 
the man whenever he entered the den, 
snorting and snuffing, and when the lit- 





tle fellow arrived within striking dis- 
tance, he clawed at the man’s legs and bit 
his trousers. 

We finally transferred the cub from 
one of the wolf dens (where because of 
his age he had been kept) to the bear 
dens and he was put in with three bears 
of his own species, which weighed re- 
spectively about 250, 300 and 600 
pounds. From the instant that he en- 
tered his new quarters he became boss of 
the den. He would take food away from 
the other bears and cuff and bite them 
without receiving even a rebuke. They 
acted as though it was above their dig- 
nity to chastise such a midget. One day 
the keeper left the door open that con- 
nected two dens; and a ‘‘cinnamon’’ 
bear entered and was immediately at- 
tacked by the cub. The big bear picked 
up the cub and was chastising him good 
when, strange to say, one of the other 
bears who had many times been the ob- 
ject of the ‘cub’s wrath, pounced upon 


the ‘‘cinnamon’s’’ back and compelled 


him to loosen his hold. But the eub 
never recovered from the fracas and he 
died from his wounds a few days later. 
His loss was not greatly mourned by his 
keeper, for one bear with such a temper 
can do much toward unsettling the peace- 
fulness of a happy bear family.

TROUT FISHING IN 





‘BRITISH COLUMBIA.

During the seven years which it has 
been my good fortune to live for the 
most part in this country, I have had 
ample leisure to indulge in my most fa- 
vorite pastime, viz., shooting and fish- 
ing. The former I mueh prefer, be it 
with rifle or shot gun; nevertheless, I 
ean look back with no small amount of 
pleasure to the many happy and excit- 
ing days I have spent on the great rivers 
and lakes which abound in this province 
(British Columbia), for nearly all these 
are well stocked with splendid trout. 


The two kinds which predominate in 
the lakes are usually called silver, and 
spotted varieties, whilst rainbows, Dolly 
Vardens, brook trout and one or two 
other varieties, whose exact species I have 
been unable to determine, frequent the 





eaught in 
many of the lakes, but the silver species 


- 


rivers. Rainbows are also 
never. 

None of those taken in the rivers ever 
reach the splendid size that is attained 
by those caught in the lakes. 

In most of the waters the best months 
for fly-fishing are May, June and Sep- 
tember, but the fish caught by fly are 
small in comparison to those which are 
taken during winter and early spring by 
trolling. 

When summer fly-fishing is indulged 
in the sportsmen must be content with 
smaller trout, averaging, I should say, 
between eight ounces and five pounds. 

Occasionally one of perhaps double 
the latter weight may be hooked, but this 


is of rare oceurrence and only serves to 
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Cameron's Point, a favorite spot for the largest trout. 


remind the sportsman of those splendid 
silver and spotted monsters which are 
resting their giant bodies in the deeper 
waters and awaiting the advent of colder 











Sockeye salmon, the “bon 
bouche” of the silver-tip 
weather, when they may be taken by 
other lures. 

I am sorry to say that some of the 
best fishing rivers and even the great

lakes yield sport to-day far inferior to 
that which could be had even a few short 
years back. I used to fish im rivers, 
where a few hours with my light fly rod 
would bring me a basket of a dozen or 
more rainbows, whose average weight 
was well over three pounds apiece. Now 
alas, many of these splendid stretches of 
river have been thinned almost to deple- 
tion, chiefly by market fishers, Indians 
or poachers of even a worse type. 


In the smaller streams even, which 


contain fish of a correspondingly smaller 


size the depredators have been at their 
destructive work and in place of one be- 
ing able to fill his basket (yes, and his 
pockets and anything else, he might hap- 
pen to have to load) with fish, to-day, if 
the angler catches one fish for every 
dozen he was able to then he may con- 
sider himself lucky. 

These mountain trout and another va- 
riety, whose exact genus I do not know, 
yield splendid sport, for, although the 
size is small, often averaging only eight 
or twelve ounces, great skill is often re- 
quired in throwing one’s flies, as the 
ereeks and smaller rivers which the fish 
frequent are often of a very rough na- 
ture, whose waters rush wildly through 
some rocky mountain gorge and are 
overhung with trees and bushes, very 
disconcerting to the fly fisherman, 





























The beginner will (if he starts opera- 
tions in such a stream) lose far more flies 
than he will catch fish. 

Nevertheless, I am fonder of this sort 
of fishing, 1 think, than any other, and 
the days passed on these British Colum- 
bia streams remind me more than any 
others of my far-off school days, spent in 
the glens of bonnie Scotland, where | 
first learned to throw a fly. 

Often these creeks, if running into 
lakes, whieh are in touch with the sea, 
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beasts, their backs and sides rotting with 

disease. 
Often the 

hundreds of these fish, and the camper’s 


banks are strewn with 
nose is a sure guide as to where the fish 
are lying. But what disgusts the genus 
homo, proves a very attractive bait to 
bruin.

These big fish never rise to fly, and are 
only caught by troll during the winter 
months. There is little sport in hauling 
them in with thick, strong line and baits 
to match; but if the sportsman will pro- 
vide himself with a strong light trolling 
rod and ordinary tackle, great sport can 
be had playing the heavy fellows. Spoon 
baits and such like are the usual lures 
in use. 

The heaviest fish I have seen, and 
which I got a good photo of, weighed just 
twenty-eight pounds; he was a beautiful 
silver trout. The largest I know of 
turned the seales at thirty-two pounds. 

Every winter varies to a marked ex- 
tent in the way the fish take; some win- 
ters almost no fish are caught and again 








one can go out almost any day and se- 
eure a dozen or more of the big fellows. 

The few Indians that are now left are 
the most persistent fishers and have ways 
of making big hauls unknown to the 
white man. The climate in the Okanagon 
could not be excelled; and there is 
seareely a day all winter that the keen 
angler cannot go out in his boat and 
spend a few hours trolling, without feel- 
ing eold to any marked extent. 

The first winter I came here I spent 
nearly the whole of it living in my tent, 
cruising about the great lake with my 
retrievers, gun and rod—an ideal life, 
but one, alas, that few of us have the 
good fortune to be able to indulge in for 
any length of time.

\j When your temper gets to kinkin

Hunting the carnivora of our moun- 
tains and plains has always formed for 
me sport of the most intense interest, 
and whether it is driving or riding after 
coyotes on the plains, or riding with dogs 
among the pifions and cedars after lion, 
/bear or lynx, I am equally entertained. 
There is a vigor and snap about the 
latter sport especially that is attractive 
to the man who loves the out-of-doors. 
Aside from the excitement which it 
affords, it is entirely devoid of mon- 
otony for every gulch opens up a new 
view—every hilltop a grand painting. 
Now you are creeping up the rocky side 
of a hill among the cedars, again slosh- 
ing over the other side through snow 











take the trail where eagles roam 
Lose yourself out in the ozone 


and the mud. 


ice and mud; next following up a ravine 
or ‘‘wash’’ which affords fair riding; 
again picking your way up aridge among 
rocks and pifion, and finally your horse 
stands panting at the summit of the 
divide, from which you can see the ant- 
like forms of the dogs as they thread 
their way through the oak brush, briars 
and eaectus of the opposite hillside a half- 
mile away. They are probably following 
the trail of a cat made a short time be 
fore, and as the snow and moisture is 
fast disappearing, the being 
rapidly evaporated by the warm rays of 
the sun on the south exposures, making 
trailing here rather difficult; but when 
the dogs finally reach the ridge and pass 


scent is 
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Breaking a trail in the snow 


over to the north side of the hill, the 
scent is better retained and they go 
howling down this side over the snow 
with much greater speed. It is then that 
you feel a tingle of excitement thrill 
your being; but when, a moment later, 
his catship appears on the sunny side 
(after having doubled on the dogs) your 
enthusiasm fairly sets you afire. He is 
not running, as one ignorant of their 
habits would suppose; but, believing 
that he is perfectly safe so long as ‘the 
dogs do not see him, and while there are 
convenient pifions and cedars not far 
away, he sneaks along at a walking or 
slow trotting pace, while the dogs, 100 
yards behind him, in the brush and 
tonguing for all their lives, gradually 
gain. Finally the cat emerges on a rock 
above them to get a look around. As he 
does so he sees Jake, the leader of the 





pack, close on his heels. There is a whis« 
of the stubby tail, a yellow streak in the 
air, and a convenient dead cedar holds 
a good specimen of bay lynx in its top- 
most branches. 

Then there is an exeiting session of 
dog heaven, in which every canine in the 
pack engages. Their ‘‘tree’’ howls are 
recognized by the cat hunter as far as he 
ean hear them, being a far different 
noise than that made when trailing. 
They gather around the tree and with 
eyes on the cat and necks and heads 
stretched in his direction, they send up 
a chorus of music that would discount 
the shouts of the Order of Jumpers or 
any ever heard in the Salvation Army. 
Chico, the tree climber, is soon ascend- 
ing the old dead trunk, followed by 
Fanny, the bear fighter. Soon they are 
out on the limb holding the cat and 
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barking almost in his face, four or five 
feet from his nose. Finally Chico slips, 
his hold on the smooth limb gives way, 
and he falls to the ground, a distance of 
thirty feet. He is a tough little animal, 
though, and jumps up unhurt, ready to 
climb again to tantalize his bitterest of 
enemies (for be it known, he carries 
many sears received in fights with cats) 
if his master did not-restrain him. 
Finally a bullet from the little .22 
settles all argument, and a hulk of fur 
falls, not to the ground, but in the midst 
of a dozen savage mouths, each eager to 
tear it to pieces. 

I have followed some of the best packs 
of bear, lion and lynx dogs in Colorado 

including those owned by John Goff, 
formerly of Meeker; Steve Elkins of 
Mancos, Seott Teague of Dolores, and 
Sam Himes of New Castle—and while | 
would delight in attaining a proficiency 
in this sort of hunting, yet I must say 
that my hunting edueation 


as far as 
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it pertains to this phase of the sport—is 
only in its primary stage. There is much 
to be learned always. Never a trip is 
taken that some new and useful knowl- 
edge is not added to the store.

ing in the hills on my last trip who was 
completely fooled on a wolf track, be- 
lieving it to be that of a lion. He 
eaused us (Homer Goff, a brother of 
John Goff, and IT) to travel thirteen 
miles to his ranch and return, to capture 
the lion, as he supposed it was, that 
made the tracks. When we reached his 
place he started to tell us about seeing 
the dropping of the animal in a gulch 
four miles away. As lions and eats 
always cover these up, we realized that 
we probably were on a wild goose chase ; 
but when we climbed up the mountain 
side and examined the tracks the tell-

running. In this track the ball of the 
foot sinks lower than the toes, while in 
a wolf or coyote track all make an 
equally deep impression. Except as to 
size, a wolf and coyote track are almost 
alike; the same applies to a lynx and 
lion track. 

I have often been asked what is the 
best breed or breeds of dogs for bear, 
lion and lynx hunting. It can hardly 
be said that any one breed towers above 
another, either for trailing or fighting. 
Fox hounds cannot be beaten for trai!- 
ers; also bloodhounds and crosses’ be- 
tween them and foxhounds. I have 
never yet been on such a hunt where a 


foxhound (or a dog in which foxhound 
blood predominated) was not the best 
trailing dog in the pack. These dogs 
naturally have splendid noses and great 
speed, and in ‘‘eat’’ hunting a good 
nose is an essential requisite, as there is 
not the strong scent left which is found 
in a bear or lion track; and besides, a 
eat will run logs when eonvenient and 
steps on rocks instead of the ground 
where they are to be found—which helps 
to throw the dogs off the track very 
easily. 

My last hunt with the dogs was taken 
during Mareh of the present year, and 
the country covered was practically the 
same as that over which I hunted three 
years ago with John Goff—namely ten 
to thirty miles northwest of Meeker, 
Colo., including the Devil’s Hole and 
Coyote Basin. This is the same countrs

hunted by President Roosevelt on his 
first lion hunt with John Goff five years 
ago. At that time the lions were plenti- 
ful, as they hadn’t been hunted much, 
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Mr. Goff being the only man running 
dogs there at that time. Now, however, 
these animals are pretty well hunted 
out, and where five years ago there were 
a dozen lions, it is safe to say there is 
not one to-day. Bear, however, are fairly 
plentiful, while bob cats (bay lynx) are 
to be found in goodly numbers. 

On the last trip in question with 
Homer Goff we failed to even see a lion 
track in the 150 or more miles we covered 
looking for them. 

There is nothing that will give the 
dogs harder work or that will afford the

sportsman more fun than a_ bob-cat 
chase. The work of treeing an average 
lion is tame as compared to running a 
bob-cat trail, even though the excitement 
and interest attending the former are 
greater. 

Having known the whole Goff family 
(there are four healthy generations of 
them in the Meeker district) for ten 
years, it was, of course, with small re- 
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luetanee that I placed my destinies in 
the hands of Homer—one of the broth- 
ers—for a ten-day lion and cat hunt the 
past spring. Their father used to run 
hounds after coons in Kentucky fifty 
years ago. and therefore he has the 
ethics of the sport at his fingers’ tips. 
If, therefore, the boys—there are, even 
now, after John’s removal to Wyoming, 
three of them about Meeker, who run 
dogs—ever get short on dog lore or wish 
to consult the old school on any of the 
difficult problems that confront the lion 
and bear hunter, all they have to do is 


run into Meeker and smoke the pipe 
with Father Goff for an hour, when 
the proposition will appear as clear as 
day. 

Homer has a pretty little ranch eight 
miles north of Meeker—John’s old place, 
until his removal to Wyoming, two years 
ago—a wife of sterling qualities, espec- 
ially in the culinary department, and a 
seven-year-old daughter, who loves the 
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The Mathews ranch 


wvods like a Walton and who rides her 
favorite pony as gracefully as a duck 
sits the water. This little girl sad- 
dles and bridles her own horse, ean be 
depended upon at any time of the day or 
night to be sent five or ten miles after 
a bunch of cattle or horses, and weekly 
(sometimes oftener) makes the sixteen- 
mile round trip to Meeker in a half day 
over a difficult mountain road. She 


shoots well, and has already brought 
down her first bob-cat. 

Our first hunting was done in an at- 
tempt to get over the divide into the 
Devil’s Hole country, a precipitously- 
eafioned section, about three miles 
square, lying north of the ranch; but 
we found the snow too deep (March 
22) and therefore returhed to try the 
Coyote Basin country for lion the next 
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The dogs and horses enjoy a rest. 
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day. Our first day’s ride took us to 
the Keystone ranch (out of which, by 
the President Roosevelt killed 
twelve of the eighteen lions secured on 
his trip). Here we were welcomed by 
the foreman, Mr. Critchlow, and hunted 
.out and in for a couple of days without 
success, so finally we drifted south over 
Colorow Mountain to the Mathews 
ranch, where the President remained a 
week or so, and from which he killed 
two or three lions. Clarence and Bob 
Mathews were home when we pulled up 


way, 


Treed. 


at the gate at 7 p. m. and welcomed us 
with the happy announcement that we 


were just in time for supper. 


A two-days’ out-and-in skirmish at 
this place brought us one bob-cat, but 


not even a sign of lion, so we decided 
to return to the Goff ranch by a twenty- 
five-mile route that Homer figured might 
at least give up a track. This proved a 
hard-luck day for us, as, after going fif- 


teen miles by horse and foot, and after 





getting tangled up on the track of a 
bob-eat (which we treed twice and fin- 
ally lost, owing to darkness and the fact 
that our gun had been left with the 
horses, two miles away), we finally were 
compelled to walk ten miles to the ranch, 
arriving 1:15 a. m., tired, 
eranky and the fate that 
caused our horses to leave and wander 
—we at that 
deal to know where. 

The following day’s ride brought to

our bag a good-sized specimen of eat, 


which we secured as easily as the young 
hopeful gets his money from home. We 
saw the track crossing the trail and 
almost before Homer could call his best 
dog, Jake, to set him on it, the whole 
pack was off on the trail in a chorus of 
dog music that plainly told it was a 
very fresh track. It was not more thar 
300 yards from where we first saw the 
track and was quickly dislodged with 
a shot from the .22. 
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Treed in a rock. 

The following day was spent in a suc- 
cessful attempt to get into the Devil’s 
Hole country by a different route than 
that tried the first time. On account of 


the very open spring, we surmised that

probably the bear would be out, and 
therefore I did not like to return with- 
out at least giving this country a trial. 


| had been in there three years before, 
and had had the pleasure of treeing s 
large brown bear on a rock and running 
a silvertip for fifteen miles, so the old 
spirit sprang up strong within me and 
caused a deep desire to at least go over 
the same trails again. But, although 
we worked hard and late that day, and 
bucked snow from one to ten feet deep, 
we found not a single sign of bear. On 
the way home, however, just at dusk, 
we heard Jake and Hunter tonguing 
ahead of us, and soon the whole pack 
was after them in earnest and enthus- 
iastic confusion. The cat which they 
were after ‘‘treed’’ in a ledge of rocks 
not over 400 yards from the trail, and, 
almost as easily as picking an apple off 
the tree, we gathered his catship in. 
A few days of enforced rest at the 
ranch, on account of stormy weather, 
served to whet our appetite for the last 
and best day’s sport of the entire trip. 
On this day we left the ranch at 8:30 a. 
m. and had not gone more than half a 
mile when we struck a fresh bob-cat 
track. We ran it until 12:30, when it 
‘“‘treed’’ in the rocks of a precipitous 
ledge a half mile from the ranch, but in 
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a different direction from that in which 
we started in the morning. It was while 
the dogs were baying this: cat that | 
witnessed a real case of canine devotion 
to the sport. Little Jim, a bull dog, who 
had received some severe wounds in a 
fight with a cat a few days before, in- 
eluding a badly torn ear and a foot slit 
up the middle, had been left at home on 
this day as he was in no condition to 
travel. However, the music of the other 
dogs floated to his ears at the ranch, and, 
forgetting everything except that there 
was a cat to kill, he hurried to the scene, 
limping up over the rough rocks to 
where we were. He was soon in the 
midst of the excitement, and when the 
eat fell was the first to tackle it. He 
was so eager to tear it to shreds that it 
was only by punishing him severely that 
we could get him tp release his hold. He 
limped throngh the remainder of the’ 
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trip that day and had the pleasure of 
putting his teeth in the fur of two more 
eats before nightfall. 

One of the latter two happened to be 
a particularly large one, which Homer 
estimated might weigh sixty pounds. | 
myself said I believed he would weigh 
forty-five or fifty, but when we reached 
the ranch that night and suspended him 
from the steelyards we found that the 
three-mile trip in had shrunk him down 
to twenty-eight. This gives one an idea 
of how the weights of some wild animals 
are apt to be exaggerated. 

While I was unsuccessful in getting 
bear or lion, yet the bob-cat chases had 
furnished ample sport; this, coupled 
with the warm welcome received every- 
where we hunted and the splendid ac- 
commodations at the Goff ranch, made 
the hunt a very pleasant one from start 
to finish.

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THE COOKING OF FISH. 





Some Valuable Suggestions From Walton’s ‘‘Complete Angler ‘ 


FRANK FARRINGTON. 


Few anglers give to the cooking of 
their catch the same careful persona! 
attention that Izaak Walton gave. He 
was not only expert in the catching of 
all sorts of finny game, but he was an 
authority as well on the cooking of it. 
His directions for the preparation ot 
the fish for the frying pan were as com- 
plete as his instructions for the angling. 

To the chub Sir Izaak first gave atten- 
tion, though his companion, Venator, 
remonstrated: ‘‘O, Sir! a chub is the 
worst fish that swims; | hoped for a 
trout to my dinner.’’ 

Of the chub, Piseator. thus speaks: 

‘*First scale him, ‘and then wash him 
clean and then take out his guts; and to 
that end make the hole as little and 
near to his gills as you may conveniently, 
and especially make clean his throat, 
from the grass and weeds that are us- 
ually in it, for if that be not very clean, 
it will make him to taste very 
Having so done, put some sweet herbs 
into his belly ; and then tie him with two 
or three splinters to a spit, and roast 
him, basted often with vinegar, or rather 
verjuice and butter, with good store of 
salt mixed with it. 

‘*Being thus dressed, you will find 
him a much better dish of ‘meat 
you, or most 


sour. 


than 
folk, even than anglers 
themselves do imagine; for this dries 
up the watery humor with which all 
chubs do abound. . 
‘*But take this rule with you, that a 
chub newly taken and newly dressed is 
so much better than a chub of a day’s 
keeping after he is dead, that I can com 
pare him to nothing so fitly as to cher- 


ries newly gathered from a tree, and 
others that have been bruised and lain 
a day or two in water. But.the chub be 
ing thus used and dressed presently and 
not washed after he is gutted—for note 
that lying long in water and washing 
the blood out of any fish after they be 
gutted, abates much of their sweetness 

you will find the chub being dressed 
in the blood and quickly, to be such 
meat as will recompense your labor and 
disabuse your opinion. 

‘‘Or you may dress the chavender or 
chub thus: 

‘*When you have sealed him and cut 


off his tail and fins, and washed him 


clean, then chine or slit him

usnally eut; then give him three or four 


very 
through middle as a salt fish is 
cuts or seotches on the back with your 
knife and broil him on charcoal or wood 
coal that is free from smoke, and all the 
time he js a-broiling baste him with sweet 
butter and good store of salt mixed 
with: it, and to this add a little thym 
eut exeeedingly small or 
the butter. The thus 
hath the watery taste taken away from 
him. But. note again that if 
this chub that you ate of had been kept 
till to-morrow it had not been worth a 
And remember that his throat 
be washed very clean—lI say very clean 
and his body not washed after he is 
gutted, as indeéd no fish should be.”’ 
This very comprehensive bit of in- 
struction regarding the preparing of the 
ehub should be of value to almost all 
fishermen since the fish is one that is so 
common in nearly all waters and can 


bruised into

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be caught without going far from home 
—in nearly any village stream, in fact. 

Here is something about the cooking 
of pike, which according to Walton made 
a dish of meat ‘‘too good for any but 
anglers or very honest men.’’ 

‘*This direction how to roast the pike 
when he is caught is choicely good, for 
I have tried it; and it is somewhat the 
better for not being common; but with 
my direction you must take this ecau- 
tion, that your pike must not be a small 
one, that is, it must be more than half 
a yard, and should be bigger. 

‘First, open your pike at the gills 
and, if need be, cut also a little slit to- 
ward the belly. Out of these take his 
guts, and keep his liver, which you are 
to shred very small with thyme, sweet 
marjoram and a little winter-savory; to 
these put some pickled oysters and some 
anchovies, two or three; both these last 
whole, for the anchovies will melt, and 
the oysters should not; to these you 
must also add a pound of sweet butter, 
which you are to mix with the herbs that 
are shred, and let them all be well 
salted. If the pike be more than a yard 
long, then you may put into these herbs 
more than a pound, or if he be iess, then 
less butter will suffice. These being thus 
mixed, with a blade or two of mace, must 
be put into the pike’s belly and then his 
belly sewed up so as to keep all the butter 
in his belly if possible; if not, then as 
much of it as you possibly can; but take 
not off the scales. Then you are to thrust 
the spit through his mouth, out at his 
tail; then take four or five or six split 
sticks, or very thin laths, and a conve- 
nient quantity of tape for filleting. These 
laths are to be tied around the pike’s 
body from his head to his tail, and the 
tape tied somewhat thick to prevent his 
breaking or falling off from the spit. 


‘‘Let him be roasted very leisurely 
and often basted with claret wine and 
anchovies and butter mixed together, 
and also with what moisture falls from 
him into the pan. When you have 
roasted him sufficiently, you are to hold 
under him, when you unwind or cut the 
tape that ties him, such a dish as you 
propose to eat him out of, and let him 
fall into it with the sauce that is roasted 
in his belly; and by this means the pike 
will be kept unbroken and complete. 
Then to the sauce which was within, and 
also that sauce in the pan, you are to add 
a fit quantity of the best butter, and tu 
squeeze the juice of three or four 
oranges; lastly you may either put into 
the pike, with the oysters, two cloves of 
garlic, and take it whole out when the 
pike is cut off the spit; or to give the 
sauce a hautgout (high relish), let the 
dish into which you let the pike fall be 
rubbed with it. The using or not of this 
garlic is left to your diseretion.’’ 

After a careful description of the 
means of catching carp comes the follow- 
ing” method of making of that fish a 
toothsome dish: 

‘*Take a carp, alive if possible, scour 
him and rub him clean with water and 
salt, but seale him not; then open him 
and put him with his blood and his liver, 
which you must save when you open 
him, into a small pot or kettle, then take 
sweet marjoram, thyme and parsley, of 
each half a handful, a sprig of rose- 
mary and another of savory; bind them 
into two or three small bundles and put 
them to your earp with four or five whole 
onions, twenty pickled oysters and three 
anchovies. Then pour upon your carp 
as much claret wine as will only cover 
lim, and season your claret well with 
salt, cloves and mace and the rinds of 
oranges and lemons, That done, cover 
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your pot and set it on a quick fire till it 
be sufficiently boiled; then take out the 
earp and lay it with the broth, the yolks 
of two or three eggs and some of the 
herbs shred. Garnish your dish with 
lemons and so serve it and much good 
do you!”’ 

Piseator says that it is agreed by most 
men that the eel is a most dainty fish. 
Ile says further, ‘‘The Romans have 
esteemed her the Helena of their feasts, 
and some the queen of palate-pleasure. ’ 

This is the method of preparing the 
eel for the table: 

‘*First wash him in water and salt; 
then pull off his skin below his navel, and 
not much farther; having done that, take 
out his guts as clean as you ean, but 
wash him not; then give him three or 
four seotehes with a knife, and then put 
into his belly and those scotches sweet 
herbs, an anchovy, and a little nutmeg 
grated or cut very small; and your herbs 
and anchovies must also be cut very smal 
and mixed with good butter and salt. 
Having done this, then pull his skin over 
him, all but his head, which you are 
to cut off, that you may, tie his skin about 
that part where the head grew, and it 
must be so tied as to keep all his moisture 
in his skin; and having done this, tie him 
with tape or pack-thread to a spit and 
roast him leisurely, and baste him with 
water and salt till his skin breaks, and 
then with butter, and having roasted him 
enough, let what was put into his belly 
and what he drips be his sauce. 

‘*When I go to dress an eel thus, | 
wish he were as long and big as that 
which was caught in Peterborough river 
in the year 1667, which was a yard and 
three-quarters long. If you will not be- 
lieve me, then go and see one at the cof 
fee houses in King street, Westminster. 

**But now let me tell you that though 
the eel thus dressed be not only excellent 
good, but more harmless than any other 
way, yet it is certain that physicians ac- 
count the eel dangerous meat; I will ad- 
vise you, therefore, as Solomon says of 
honey (Prov. XXV., 16), ‘Hast thou 
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found it, eat no more than is suffic ent, 
lest thou surfeit, for it is not good t » eat 
much honey.’ And let me add this, that 
the uncharitable Italian bids us ‘Give 
eels and no wine to our enemies.” ’ 

This brings Walton to the trout, which 
he gives the pre-eminent place among all 
fish, both for catching and for eating. 

‘*They are dressed thus,’’ he writes. 
‘Take your trout, wash him and dry 
him with a clean napkin; then open him, 
and having taken out his guts and all the 
blood, wipe him very clean within, but 
wash him not; and give’ him three 
scoteches with a knife to the bone, on on: 
side only. After which take a clean ket- 
tle and put in as much hard stale beer 
(but it must not be dead), vinegar, and 
a little white wine, and water as will 
eover the fish you intend to boil; then 
throw into the liquor a good quantity of 
salt, the rind of a lemon, a handful of 
sliced horseradish root, with a handsome 


* little fagot of rosemary, thyme and win- 


ter-savory. Then set your kettle upon a 
quick fire of wood and let your liquor boil 
up: to the height before you put in your 
fish ; and then if there be many, put them 
in one by one that they may not so cool 
the liquor as to make it fall. And whilst 
your fish is boiling, beat up the butter for 
your sauce with a ladleful or two of th 

liquor it is boiling in. And being boiled 
enough immediately pour the liquor from 
the fish; and being laid in a dish, pow 
your butter upon it; and strewing it plen- 
tifully over with shaved horseradish and 
a little pounded ginger, garnish the sides 
of your dish and the fish itself with a 
sliced lemon or two and serve it up. 

‘*Note that a trout especially, if he is 
not eaten within four or five hours after 
he be taken, is worth nothing.”’ 

There are directions for the prepara- 
tion also of some other fish of less impor- 
tance, especially in this country and Pis- 
cator speaks as one having authority.

A VACATION 


Any person who is fond of hunting and 
has lived in Colorado a few years, cannot 
resist the fever as the different game sea- 
sons come on. When one comes home from 
work, tired, on an evening tn September, and 
smells the autumn leaves burning, he knows 
the season for deer is on. 

It was on such an occasion that I got 
the fever so badly that I could not attend 
to business properly and so decided to go 
out for a ten days’ trip. On the morning of 
the 25th of September I boarded a Colorado 
& Southern train, happily leaving Denver 
and all its cares behind, and went up Platte 
Cafion. This is one of the most pictur- 
esque in Colorado, its many curves making 
the train seem like a very snake carefully 
winding its way in and out. 

After several hours’ ride I arrived at one 
of our typical little mountain resorts, so 
popular in the summer time when fishing in 
the cafion is good, from which I had made 
arrangements to” drive some twenty-eight 
miles. However, upon making inquiries I 
found that the man I had expected was not 
there to meet me, but I learned that the 
daily stage was ready to leave’ so | decided

to take that and go as far as I could, which 
was about twenty miles, leaving the remain 
ing eight miles to the ranch for me to walk. 
We started with a light buckboard, heav- 
ily loaded, a jolly good driver and a team 
of horses that, to be frank, had seen better 
days, and after riding ten miles we arrived 
at a hotel on the road, where we stopped to 
have dinner and rest our horses, There we 
met the stage coming out, and of course the 
usual questions were exchanged: “Was fish- 
ing good? See any deer?” etc. The answe! 
in every case being: “Plenty of tracks but 
no deer.” I then immediately made up my 
mind that unless*we had some snow I was 
not likely to get the much-coveted deer. 
Dinner over, we started on our way 
again, but we made slow progress now, the 
road being rough and steep; although, when 
we reached the top of the divide we were 
rewarded by a magnificent view of the sur- 
rounding country, with old Pike’s Peak loom- 
ing up majestically in the distance. Down 
grade we started on a little trot and had 
gone about a mile when, a short. distance 
in front of us, we saw something cross the 
road and disappear in the thick quaking 
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aspens. Thinking it might be something 
worth having, I got out of the wagon, took 
my Winchester, went a little way up in the

brush and there, about seventy-five 
yards in front of me, stood the largest bob- 
cat I have ever seen. One shot from the 
50-30 did the business. Not wanting, 
though, to take the carcass along, the stage 
driver helped me and we hurriedly skinned 
it. We found that the skin measured three 


Starting once more, we soon came to the 
place where I had to leave this stage and 
continue my journey on foot. It was then 
5 o’clock, and anyone who has been in the 
mountains in September knows that the sun 
sets early. However, with my prize on my 
back and my gun in hand, I set off at a mer- 
ry pace. 

I had only gone about a mile when it be- 
gan to rain. It was so dark that I could 
no longer keep the trail and soon found my- 
self in a place from which it was impossi- 
ble to get out. With the river on one side 
and great high rocks on the other, there was 
nothing left to do but to turn back and 
climb the mountain I had just descended. 
It was a long, hard walk before I found the 
trail again, and when I at length arrived 
at the ranch, I was tired, wet and hungry; 
all the spirit had been taken out of me. 

But the good housewife soon had me sit- 
ting before a steaming, hot supper, and after 
a good night’s rest I found next morning 
that I had forgotten all my troubles of the 
night before and that I was game for any 
game. Immediately after breakfast my 
friend took me to the corral and gave me 
my choice of a horse, which, he said, was 
for my exclusive use while on the ranch. 
You may be sure I chose one with saddle- 
marks on it and which had been well broken

feet four inches from tip to tip and the 
ranchmen around there told us that it was 
the largest one ever seen in that part of the 
country. ' 


Not long after the cook informed us that 
meat was very scarce and that we had bet- 
ter get out for a deer, and so we started, 
bright and early the next morning. We rode 
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all day up and down the mountains, but not 
even a track was to be seen, much less a 
deer, and it was a pretty tired and discour- 
aged party that landed home that evening. 
Still, a true sportsman never does get dis- 
couraged beye-d hope, and, too, we felt well 
repaid by the beautiful glimpses of nature 
that were scattered along our way. 

After this I helped my friend put up 
some oats and hay, and two days 
before the season was over we _ /joy- 
fully awoke in the morning to find 
ourselves in the midst of a _ howling 
blizzard. - It continued all day, so we 
spent most of the time cleaning our guns 
and getting things generally ready for an 
early start next day. The morning found 
the storm vanished, leaving the ground well 
covered with snow; and, with light hearts 
and a firm determination to kill, we wasted 
no time in saddling our horses and setting 
off; especially as we had been informed by 
the housewife that if we did not bring in 
fresh meat we would have to eat salt-side, 
and we did not well digest that. 

Riding about ten miles and not seeing a 
track or any living thing, we unexpectedly 
started a covey of grouse, but being close to 
where we hoped to find deer, we dared not 
shoot, and had to leave them with a longing 
look and the wish that they were in our sad- 
dle bags. To have fired a shot from a Win- 
chester there would have meant to give up 
hope of a deer for that day. 

A short distance farther and around a 
sharp curve we discovered six deer, two fine 
bucks with beautiful antlers and four does; 
we came upon them so suddenly that they 
disappeared. before we could even dismount, 
much less get a shot. For a time we kept 
on their trail, though finally gave it up. 

After this we revived ourselves with a 
little lunch and fed our horses, meanwhile 
considering what we should do next. At 
length, we decided to go over into a new 


country several miles away. Lots of fresh 
bear signs were to be found there but we 
saw no bear. 

While we were riding over some very 
rough country in the afternoon, I following 
along the tops of the mountains and my 
friend keeping in the valley, I suddenly 
looked down and saw bim dismounted and 
on his knee pointing down the gulch. Hur- 
riedly but cautiously I likewise dismounted 
end went over to where he was. and there I 
lonked vpon a sight I shall never forget. 
Coming up the gulch was a full-grown doe. 
We could only see her head, but that ex- 
pression of surprise on her face was beau- 
tiful to look upon. She stood watching us 
for fully three minutes, when she turned and 
disappeared in the brush. I would have 
given more for a picture of that than all the 
deer in the country, 


Upon further investigation we found that 
she was coming up the gulch to a bunch 
which was a few hundred yards up the 
mountain. We arrived at this point only to 
find that they had started on a dead run, 
and, although we fired a few shots, none took 
effect. Shooting deer on a run through the 
timber is a pretty difficult proposition. 

It was then late in the afternoon, and, 
having fifteen miles to ride over the moun- 
tains, we decided to make straight for the 
ranch, and reached there some time after 
dark rather disheartened. 


My vacation over, I bade my friend good- 
bye with the assurance that I would be on 
hand next year when the season opened. | 
returned to the city with some nice fish, a 
large bobcat skin and a few coyotes, feel- 
ing much benefited and well repaid for my 
trip, for I stored up in my mind some of the 
grandest scenes to which it would have been 
difficult for an artist to do justice, experi- 
ences that will be remembered for many 
a day.

Editor Outdoor Life:—I am sending you 
by this mail a photograph showing a four- 
teen-foot sea lion, also a photograph show- 
ing the skull of an ordinary sized grizzly 
bear. 

Note the similarity of the grizzly bear and 
sea lion skulls. I placed a silver dollar along 
the side of each skull to give you some idea 
of the size, but as the dollar took very 
light in the photograph it does not show up 
well. However, the foot rule will give you 
some idea of the skulls. You will note that 
the sea lion jaws open fully twelve inches 
and that the tusks are badly worn off, which 
shows that he is an old timer. 

As the lafgest species of sea lions are 
supposed to measure from nine to ten feet 
long, this is a remarkable specimen as it 
measured in the flesh fourteen feet in 
length and nine feet in girth. The specimen 
as shown is taken out of the pickle and not 
stretched in any manner. In fact, the salt 
and alum drew the specimen up some six 
inches in length. I think if you publish these 
photographs it will be of interest to your 
readers.

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A DESIRABLE HUNTING KNIFE. 


Editor Outdoor Life:—Every man has a 
hobby of some sort. ‘Some have several and 
ride them to a finish and never “pull 
leather’ once. As the readers are no doubt 
aware, I am no exception, but could hardly 
be classed with the “one-hobby” man as I 
have several, and one of these is hunting 
knives. Of course, I realize that some of the 
most successful hunters will use any old 
thing in the way of a rifle and would laugh 
at a man who was at all “fussy” about a 
better gun than theirs. Also that many 
would ridicule the idea of carrying a hunting 
knife when they had always made the pocket 
knife serve every purpose from whittling 
shavings for the camp fire to cutting plug 
tobacco, as well as dressing the game that 


from many a critic’s gun, but as this is oni) 
an opinion of mine (and therefore not worth 
much) I’ll take chances on'the criticism and 
attempt to point out the defects of the aver 
age factory knife and suggest changes tha 
I think would produce a better one. 

The average factory hunting knife is 
lacking in these three important respects 
yes, four: In the first place, it is too straight 
to be of much use for skinning purposes 
Then it is too narrow and too thick. Being 
narrow, it of course, has to be very thick or 
it would be too weak and liable to break 
whenever hard work was required of it. Being 
thick, they are hard to whet to a sharp cu:- 
ting edge and when dulled require a great 
deal of grinding to put them in good condi-

their old reliable, though likely out of date, 
rifle had slain. Now, simply because this 
man I have referred to can kill his game with 
the greatest regularity with an antique arm 
and flay it with a pocket knife doesn’t prove 
by any means that a more modern rifle and 
properly designed hunting knife would not 
have been better from every point of view. 

I have killed some big game in my time 
(though not as much as some might suppose, 
2s my time has been taken up too much in 
other directions) and have usually managed 
to “worry” along without a hunting knife, 
but this was not from choice—it was simply 
because I couldn’t get one that I considered 
properly shaped. Perhaps there are hunting 
knives to be had that are ideal in every 
way, but if there are I have so far failed to 
find them. In writing in this strain I fully 
realize that I am apt to draw a brisk fire 


tion again. The last and equally serious ob 
jection is the shape of the handles (some of 
the handles are not so bad, but here I am 
speaking of the majority); they are usually 
small, where they should be large, and large 
where they should be small; and instead of 
being wide and flat that they might not turn 
in one’s hands while skinning we usually find 
them far too small and nearly round. 

But a few more remarks about the shape 
of the blades of the average factory-made 
knife: On examining it we find that the 
blade is perfectly straight on the back and 
edge except near the point, where it makes 
a slight curve. But is this the knife best 
adapted for skinning and cutting up meat 
with? I think not. 

Some time ago I had a knife made for me 
to a pattern whittled from a shingle. The 
pattern was not followed quite as closely as 














I could have wished at the handle, but the 
blade I consider the most perfect I have 


ever seen. My idea was to have a thin 
blade that could be whetted easily to a cut- 
ting edge, and so thin, in fact, as to seldom 
require grinding. But in having the blade 
thin it would have to be wide—very wide, 
in fact, as compared to other knives—or it 
would be far too weak for rough work. The 
width at widest place is 1% inches, and 
6 inches long. Then to have a knife any- 
where near the correct shape for skinning 
purposes—and also better than most knives 
for cutting up meat, slicing bread and a 
thousand and one other: things to be ex- 
pected of it—it had to have a curved blade. 
The pattern referred to had all of these de- 
sirable features and one handling this knife 
could not fail to be favorably impressed with 
it. It handles differently—in fact is differ- 
ent in every way—than the factory knife, 
and all who have seen it or photos of it 
say that it is an ideal hunting knife. 


From the photo I hadg’taken of this knife 
and a rough sketch made to represent my 
idea of a properly shaped handle, Mr. Hooper 
has made a drawing that fully represents 
it—a knife that, if made from best material 
and finished in a first-class manner, would 
only need to be placed on the market to meet 
with a ready sale. 

Regarding photo of this knife, and a few 
other cranks’ specialties sent to Mr. De An- 
gelis, he writes as follows: 


“Let me start in on the knife: I thought 
you didn’t approve of them, by the way. 
The wide—very wide—thin, slightly 
curved blade, wider than the handle, seems 
to me just right. That is the perfect hunt- 
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use it as a draw-shave, too. 
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ing knife, and there’s nothing on the mar- 
ket like it. I know, for I’ve tried for one. 
You can do anything with a knife of that 
shape, of good material and temper. If it’s 
ever made, please let me know where I can 
get one.” 

A little later in the same letter he con- 
tinues: 

“I am certainly stuck on that knife pat- 
tern. I have proved that as far as I am con- 
cerned, a good sheath knife is the handiest 
thing I take into the woods, and I’ve never 
had a really satisfactory one yet. I use it 
for everything that I’d otherwise use a 
pocket knife for, and it does things much 
easier and better. . . . I believe in treating 
a hunting knife decently and keeping a keen 
edge on it. I don’t think it is fair to use 
it in cooking or for opening tin cans. I'd 
rather use my pocket knife. But for clean- 
ing fish and even animals as small as red 
squirrels, slicing bread or bacon, or any 
work of whittling . . I think it has the 
pocket knife beatena dozen ways. You can 
Of course you 
can get along without it, but I think it pays 
better for the very little trouble of carrying 
it than almost anything else.” 

I greatly appreciate the above, coming 
from a man like Mr, De Angelis. If the pat- 
tern suits him it would undoubtedly suit 
others. So far all who have seen it say they 
would buy one should it ever be placed on 
the market. Whether any manufacturer 
would care to add a knife of this pattern 
(so cleverly drawn by Mr. Hooper) to their 
present patterns is difficult to say, but it is 
quite likely that they would, should suffi- 
cient interest develop to justify them in so 
doing.

A GREAT STROKE FOR ELK PRESERVATION. 


It is with no little satisfaction that we 
note the fruit borne by our efforts during 
the past ten years to induce the Benevolent 
and Protective Order of Elks to discourage 
the wearing of elks’ teeth. All this work 
found a happy culmination during the past 
session of the Wyoming Legislature, when 
Hon. 8. N. Leek, a member from Uintah 
county, and a well-known guide and big 
game photographer, presented (and had

passed) a memorial requesting all lodges of 
the B. P. O. E. in the United States to re- 
frain from wearing elks’ teeth and to discour- 
age the practice as much as possible; also 
asking the Grand Exalted Ruler of the order 
to send letters to every subordinate lodge 
embodying this request. 

All this work has resulted in not only 
Judge H. Melvin, the Grand Exalted Ruler, 
writing every lodge a letter advising them of 
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the Wyoming memorial, but it drew the at- 
tention of President Roosevelt to the mat- 
ter, who has openly proclaimed himself in 
favor of the good work. 

And now if the members of this great 
order would only heed the words of their 
leader, of the President of the United States 
and of the Wyoming Assembly, what a grand 
thing it would be for the elk of this country. 
It would practically put a stop—if not imme- 
diately, in time—to the traffic in elks’ tusks. 
In Judge Melvin’s letter to his brothers on 
this subject, among other things, he says: 


“And now, my brothers, since this sub- 
ject has been called to our attention so forc- 
ibly, let us refrain from purchasing these 
trophies of wanton slaughter; and at our 
next Grand Lodge session let us forbid the 
use of elks’ teeth as emblems of our order 
that teaches and practices gentleness and 
kindliness. Such a course may involve the 
laying aside of prized trinkets by some of 
our brothers, just asthe President put away 
the guerdon of his skill as a hunter, but 
can we not afford to make such sacrifice to 
save some of God’s innocent wild creatures?”

J. W. Schultz in error when he published 
a similar statement in his book, “My Life 
as An Indian”? 

In Outdoor Life for June, 1906, Dr. W. A. 
Allen has gone on record in this astonish- 
ing statement; to which you 
pointed exception at that time: 

“The black and brown bear are the same, 
but there is no cinnamon bear, proper; it 
being but a local name, he being a grizzly, 
of which there are four distinct species.

The cinnamon, so-called, is one of the largest 
species of bear, and often weighs 1,200 
pounds.” 

And this from a man who sets himself 
up as an authority, and rushes into print 
as a corrector of “popular fallacies”! Every 
man who knows even the rudiments of the 
classification of the bears of North America 
must know that such a ridiculous statement 
could emanate only from a densely ignorant 
man. It reveals a degree of stupidity that 
is a sure index of weak powers of observa- 
tion, and an illogical mind. 

After a lapse of that magnitude, nothing 
that Dr. Allen might say regarding his bea- 
ver observations, or any other for that mat- 
ter, is of any interest to me. His “eighty 
to one hundred” beavers, working en masse, 
“in the afternoon,” are quite welcome to 
build “their dam” with their tails, or to 
climb any number of trees, for aught I care.

THE WHELEN-BROWN CONTENTION. 


Editor Outdoor Life:—When misrepre- 
sentation is employed to advance any idea 
or argument, the foundation of that argu- 
ment crumbles and the argument itself is 
weakened. I refer to the article in your 
May number by T. W. Eaton, entitled “A 
Chicago View of the Guide Question.” In it 
the writer makes this statement: “But he” 
(meaning Lieutenant Whelen) “is likely to 
learn some things from gentlemen who do 
not care to be called dudes nor tenderfoots 
nor to be instructed by one who shows his 
egotism and ignorance so plainly while he 
utterly fails to grasp the situation in their 
cases.” In the above sentence the writer 
clearly attempts to make us believe that 
Lieutenant Whelen had called some sports- 
men or class of sportsmen “dudes and ten- 
derfoots.” His malice—for he is the soul of 
malice when he calls the lieutenant “igno- 
rant’”—should not lead him to so far forget 
himself as to do a malicious wrong to a gen- 
tleman of Lieutenant Whelen’s character. 
Lieutenant Whelen in his article in the Feb- 
ruary number of Outdoor Life never called 
sportsmen by such names. He called atten- 
tion to the fact that they were invariably 
referred to as “tenderfeet” or “dudes” in the 


“backwoods. 


In his article he deplores this 
fact and attempts to show to sportsmen a 
way by which they can wipe out this title. 

Again, in a scurrilously yellow manner, 
this writer says, in substance, that all busi- 
ness men will allow his (Whelen’s) right to 
“hunt and explore in any old way he chooses 
and concede his right to ‘sponge’ the services 
of his guide if he thinks his distinguished 
company is all the compensation he is enti- 
tled to.” Now, here, again, our Chicago 
friend has dipped his pen in iron and pro- 
ceeds to give Lieutenant Whelen a black 
eye to which he is not entitled; for in no 
part of his article has he even hinted that 
he ever “sponged” a guide’s services. The 
fact that the Lieutenant has hunted with 
guides as friends, as he states he has, does 
not mean that he has “sponged” on them. 
Are you, my dear Mr. Eaton, considered a 
“sponger” every time you go to visit a friend 
at his home? Or would you be considered 
as a “sponger” if you should accept the in- 
vitation of a friend to goon a hunt with him. 
The lieutenant has said that he never em- 
ployed a guide. Is it not possible that he 
could be a friend of a guide and go on a 
hunt with him the same as he would with

any other individual, both sharing equally 
the expenses of the trip, without “spong- 
ing” on him? 

Lieutenant Whelen says that a man with- 
out experience should leave the selection of 
his outfit entirely with his guide. This is 
scoffed at by our Chicago apostle of ego- 
tism who, while charging Whelen with ego- 
tism, believes that every beginner should 
have enough egotism to select his own out- 
fit, or else, mayhap, ask a friend in Nova 
Scotia or Old Mexico, or in his own city, 
what kind of an outfit he shall take in going 
to Alaska, or, perchance, Montana, or some 
other place possibly never visited by those 
whose advice he asks. The guide is living 
in the country to be hunted. For years (it 
is to be supposed) he has been threading 
those wilds afoot and on horseback, and he 
has seen and noted the variations in weather 
caused by the seasons—and who, pray, is 
better qualified to tell a man without experi- 
ence (for the lieutenant plainly refers to 
this class) what kind of an outfit to take 
with him? In referring to Whelen’s advice 
in this connection our Chicago friend says 
that these business men are likely to object 
to such a man as Whelen telling them how 
they shall arrange their deals with the 
guides, packers, cooks, etc. 

If what our Chicago friend says in this 
respect is true, then we may as well cut 
out all books of reference for sportsmen, 
strangle all books of suggestions to the 
camper and the beginner—and not only in 
camp life, but books offered as suggestions 


WAS WHELEN’S COMRADE

en’s recent article seems to have stirred up 
considerable criticism from many quarters. 
Mr. Brown’s attack can hardly be called 
temperate criticism, and it is questionable 
taste for one sportsman to so harshly judge 


another. Certainly it is uncalled for in the 
pages of a magazine with the wide circula- 
tion of yours. There are “sports and 
sports,” of course. I have crossed the trail 
of some splendid ones, fine, big-hearted, hu- 
mane sportsmen, and again I have met oth- 
ers whose one desire was to kill all the game 
in the woods. If they could not hit a moose 
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and aids in all other walks of life as well.

I 
have myself heard the term applied, for I 
have been closely in touch with guides for 
ten or twelve years, I have hunted with 
many of the western guides, having killed 
while with them, deer, antelope, elk, bears, 
lions and lynx. There are good and bad 
among them, as there are in any class, but if 
treated half right the guide’s best qualities 
will always be brought out.

enced regular he now is; but he used his 
new-found authority justly, and kindly. On 
one desperately hot day, while we were en- 
camped on the Chickamauga battlefield, 
Whelen was put in charge of a detail to 
bury a dead mule. The soil was baked solid 
over a mass of rock, and the digging far 
harder than anything I ever found before 
or since. Whelen’s duty simply required 
him to see that that mule was buried, but 
he put aside his rifle for the spade, and did 
more than his share of the work. That mule 
was buried thoroughly and well. I hope this 
little incident will give Mr. Eaton a satis- 
factory answer.

Colorado’s Fishing Law. 


When in a recent issue we referred to 
a weakness in the new Colorado game 
law we had not in mind the fact that the 
new statute offers no protection at all to 
any fish except trout. Under the new 
order of things a man may fish for bass, 
croppies, white fish, or any other varie- 
ties of food fish with which our lakes 
and streams abound, and while doing so 
catch trout which he may or may not re- 
tain, as his conscience dictates. As some 
fishermen’s consciences (like their sto- 


ries) are inclined to be slightly elastic 
under certain conditions when hard luck 
may beset them, it is to be presumed that 
a great many trout will be taken unlaw- 
fully in this manner. Instead of a game 
warden being able to determine whether 
a man is fishing out of season, by the 
fact of his being seen fishing at all, as 
of old, a warden will now be compelled 
to examine his basket to see whether he 
is disobeying the law with regard to 
eatching trout out of season.

The Honest Criticism and the “Roast.” 


The publisher of a magazine of our 
character stands in a peculiar position 
with regard to its advertisers and its 
correspondents. It must be just to its 
advertisers—and in fact all gun and ac- 
eessory manufacturers—and yet it must 
not place a restraint on the honest opin- 
ions of its contributors and readers.

Honest criticism of any arm—if such 
criticism is based on scientific knowl- 
edge, or upon facts as they exist—will 
never be turned down. Our readers 
who have been writing for us for years 
know this, and in this very fact we be- 
lieve our magazine has been of addi- 
tional interest and value to those who 
use an arm of any kind. 
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The Ruby-Crowned Kinglet.—‘For sev- 
eral days this spring, there was a tiny bit 
of a bird not as large as a chickadee, in 
the hemlock and shade trees about my 
house, It was greenish on the body and when 
it turned its read just right, I saw that the 
top of its head was almost fire red. Its 
song was very low, a sort of gentle warble 
of considerable length and very pleasing. 
Can you tell me what species of bird it 
was?’—F. G., Huntington, Pa. 


The ruby-crowned kinglet is just such a 
bird as you describe, and its song is also 
a low pleasing warble. It has a relative, 
the golden-crowned kinglet, that might be 
mistaken for it, although the crown of the 
golden-crown is reddish-orange, instead of 
bright red. The ruby crown spends the win- 
ter south of you, migrating even as far as 
Mexico. You hear him at the beginning 
of his singing season when he passes north 
to his breeding grounds in northern United 
States and Canada. It is a very active little 
fellow, and in the spring can be seen in 
flocks flitting about the hemlock and other 
trees in search of insects, but when you hear 
one singing and wish to find it, you dis- 
cover that it is difficult to find the songster 
in the thick spruce boughs. 

The nest is made of moss and strips of 
bark, and is lined with feathers. It is 
placed in coniferous trees about ten or 


twenty feet from the ground, and is slightly 
pendant, 


The Apple Tree Borer.—“What kind of a 
creature is an apple tree borer? Is it a bug, 
a beetle or a worm?’’—S. K. S., Anisworth, 
Wash. 

The apple tree borer is the larva or 
“worm” of a beetle concerning which Prof. 
Packard (Entomology for Beginners, p. 211), 
says: “This beetle flies about the orchard in 
May and June in Missouri and Illinois, but 
in July in New England, and the female 


lays its eggs in gashes in the bark. The 
larva or grub upon hatching bores upwards 
into the wood, where it lives within a few 
days of three years. Enlarging its burrow, 
it transforms (to a beetle) in a cell lined 
with chips, situated eight or ten inches 
from its birth-place. It is notorious. that 
this borer will kill both old and young liv- 
ing trees.” In another work the same 
writer says: “Mr. Fitch says, ‘If the outer 
dark colored surface of the bark is scraped 
off with a knife the last of August or forepart 
of September, so as to expose the clean 
white bark beneath, as can easily be done 
without any injury to the tree, wherever 
there is a young worm it can easily be de- 
tected. A little blackish spot, rather larger 
than a kernel of wheat, will be discovered 
wherever an egg has been deposited, and by 
cutting slightly intp the bark the worm will 
be found.” The best preventive measure is 
to apply soap to the trunks of the young 
trees’ in June, or in May in the western 
states, and surround the trunks with tarred 
paper. This will baffle the beetles in laying 
their eggs. 


Food of Crows.—“Do crows do any great 
amount of good or harm by eating mice or 
other animals?”—D. H. V. 

The number of mice killed by crows is 
much larger than is generally supposed, but 
they do some harm by killing young rabbits 
as is shown in Bulletin No. 6, “The Common 
Crow,” published by The Biological Survey 
of the Department of Agriculture, at Wash- 
ington. Some crank tried to have this val- 
uable scientific survey abolished at the last 
session of Congress, by omitting to make an 
appropriation for its maintenance. It is 
doubtful if there is another bird whose diet 
is so varied as that of the common crow. 
In the bulletin just referred to, we find the 
following animals enumerated as having 
been taken from the stomachs of crows: 
Young rabbits, mice, ground squirrels, chip- 











munks, bats, shews, and moles. 


While a 
small percentage of this food may have been 
picked up as carrion, doubtless most of the 
mammals were killed by the birds them- 


selves. They eat birds’ eggs, young birds 
and young poultry, and in the winter when 
the snow cuts off their food supply, I have 
seen them feeding on the carcasses of poul- 
try, and cattle, and muskrats’ bodies that a 
trapper threw out on the ice. They eat 
young box tortoises, turtles, snakes, lizards, 
frogs, toads, salamander, carrion fish and 
small fish which they catch along the 
streams and lakes. They have also been 
known to eat, crawfish, “sow bugs,” water 
snails, land snails and even razor clams. Of 
insect food are the following species taken 
from crows’ stomachs and found in the cast- 
ings which they disgorge: Grasshoppers, 
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dung beetles, ground beetles, May beetles, 
ground spiders, weevils, cutworms, soldier 
bugs, ants, click beetles, lamellicorn 
beetles, bees, wasps, flies, crane flies, 
Mach flies and crickets. Of grain and 
seeds: Corn, wheat, oats, barley, buckwheat, 
acorns, wild rice, chestnuts, beech nuts, 
pecan nuts and grass and weed seeds of 
many species. Of fruit: Cultivated grapes, 
cherries, strawberries, raspberries, black- 
berries, apples, pears, figs and watermelons. 
Wild fruits: Cherries, strawberries, grapes, 
raspberries, blackberries, huckleberries, blue- 
berries, juneberries, elderberries, both red 
and black mulberries, barberries, buffalo 
berries, poke berry, Virginia creeper berries, 
holly berries, haw berries, cedar berries, 
hackberries, sour gum berries, cat brier ber- 
ries and flowering dogwood berries.

MYRTLE CONGER. 
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Y. Z., Yampa, Colo.—I noticed the article 
in last month’s Outdoor Life entitled “Who 
Owns the Bear?” This brings to my mind 
another incident which might be of interest 
to your readers. It is this: A. owns a pri- 
vate park in Colorado and owns four elk. 
He has a park license under the laws of 
the state of Colorado. He hires B. to win- 
ter the elk by feeding hay and grain and 
agrees to pay B. January ist, which would 
be about the middle of the time agreed upon, 
but fails to do so, and fails to pay B. at the 
end of the feeding season. B. has no li- 
cense, and a lawyer tells B. that he cannot 
take the elk out of the park and hold them 
legally unless he takes out a park license. 
Under the circumstances the park license 
would cost B. more than the winter bill 
would amount to. Would a writ of attach- 
ment hold the elk legally and could B. re- 
move the elk and hold them for the bill 
without a park license? 


Answer.—Our attorney advises us that if 
there is a right of attachment existing to 
take the elk, the writ might also be levied 
upon the interest of the defendant in the 
park license and the whole sold together, in 
which event the purchaser would probably 
become the owner of the license and could 
have it renewed in his own name, the same 
as if he had purchased it in an ordinary 
transaction. 


Guy R. Haddy, Valatie, N. Y.—wWill you 
please answer the following questions 
through your magazine: Is the new Rem- 
ington Automatic rifle, .35 calibre, suitable 
for long range target practice and for use 
as an all-around big game rifle? Would a 
combination of Sheard’s gold rifle sight for 
front and Daniels’ concentric sight for rear 
be suitable for long range target practice 
and hunting? What kind of a rifle is the 
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Remington automatic from a military stand- 
point? What is the extreme range of the 
above rifle, .35 calibre? Could a_ top tele- 
scope be used on rifle mentioned above? 


Answer.—The .35 calibre Remington Au- 
toloading rifle is one of the best sporting 
rifles of its kind on the market. It delivers 
five smashing blows with lightning speed 
that. strike with force equal to nearly a ton 
in weight. The effectiveness of such a blow 
certainly should be big enough for the big- 
gest game. This rifle is sighted with ordi- 
nary sights for 600 yards and its range is 
over three times greater. It can be fitted 
with Sheard’s gold front sight and Daniels’ 
concentric rear sight, which would make a 
good combination, especially for hunting. If 
so desired, this rifle could be fitted with a 
top telescope. The Remington Autoloading 
rifle was built for’ sporting purposes only, 
and therefore cannot be considered from a 
military standpoint. 


H. Z. Price, Pueblo, Colo.—Will you 
kindly inform me how the game law now 
stands in Colorado on mountain sheep, elk, 
antelope, deer, doves and crested quail? 

Answer.—Practically the only changes 
from last year in the game laws are: The 
deer season has been made open October ist 
to 20th, and one deer with or without horns 
can be killed; the season on elk, antelope 
and mountain sheep is closed till 1911; sea- 
son on all kinds of quail is closed till 1920 
(a very foolish provision); the season on 


doves is from August 15th to September 
5th. 


H, A. Jandebeur, Salt Lake City, Utah.— 
I noticed an article in the April number of 
Outdoor Life about the Airedale terrier for 
hunting bear, lynx, etc. I am very much 
interested in a dog for bear hunting as I

and say whether they are natural trailers, 
or have to be trained to trail or hunted with 
a trailing hound. Also which you think to 
be the best suited for this class of hunting. 
Was on a trip last fall after bear but had 
no dogs and met with poor success and have 
decided to take no chances this fall and 
prepare early. Wish also to ask you in 
case these dogs are to be hunted with a 
trailing hound if a fox hound would be best 
suited for a trailer or some other kind of a 
hound. 


Answer.—The Airedale terrier’s princi- 
pal use comes in the fighting line, as he is 
not much of a scenting dog. We believe, 
however, that eventually Airedales will be 
used almost exclusively on bear, lion and 
lynx as fighters. They are not a natural 


trailing dog. For this purpose foxhounds 


and bloodhounds are the best. All dogs, 
whether hounds or fighters, in order to be 
proficient in bear, lion or lynx hunting, must 
be trained for the work. They should be 
trained with an experienced pack. 
en oe 

H. A. Thayer, Cherryfield, Me.—What 
breeds make the best bear dogs for fighters 
and trailers? I am in a country where 
black bear are fairly plentiful, and have not 
been able to get the information I want. I 
am willing to take chances on some dogs, 
but know nothing of the way they are 
trained and handled, nor concerning the 
make-up of a pack. 


Answer.—Foxhounds and  bloodhounds 
make the best trailing dogs for bear, lion, 
lynx, etc.; their crosses also make good 
dogs, and also crosses with these dogs and 
fox terriers, and in some cases bull terriers. 
For fighting dogs for bear, lion and lynx 
there is nothing better than bull terriers, 
shepherd dogs, airedale terriers, crosses be- 
tween bull terriers and shepherds, between 


foxhounds and shepherds, etc. Sometimes 
foxhounds and bloodhounds make good fight- 
ing dogs, but as a rule they haven’t the 
knack to get away and save themselves that 
the other breeds have. We have known of 


common curs to make excellent fighting 
dogs when properly trained. 


Hosea, La Junta, Colo.—I am an enthusi- 
astic reader of Outdoor Life, and would like 
to ascertain, through your magazine, the 
best method of packing mountain trout (oth- 
erwise than in salt) to keep for a couple of 
weeks during July and August. 

Answer.—The best method we know of 
would be to use what is known as “Preserve- 
line,” which comes in 75c, cans. One can of 
this will preserve at least 200 pounds of fish 
by using it in the follwing way: Empty the 
can of “Preserveline” into about 10 gallons 
of water and allow it to dissolve; in the 
evening, after having dressed the fish and 
washed them thoroughly, put them in the 
solution and let them iie over night. Then 
in the morning tako them out, and hang 
them up in a shady place where they will be 
able to dry off thoroughly, and as soon as 
dried pack them in dry hay, but be very 
careful to see that there is no moisture in 
connection with the fish. Of course, keep 
them in as cool a place as possible, also 
protected from the blow-flies, as this solu- 
tion does not protect the fish from the ef- 
fect of blow-fiies. “You will find by this 
method that fish will keep in the neighbor- 
hood of two to three weeks. This, of course, 
preserves the flavor as well. Fresh meat 
can also be preserved in this way. This so- 
lution after being used does not necessarily 
have to be thrown away, but simply keep in 
a keg of some kind in a cool place and this 
will serve the purpose every day in the 
neighborhood of two weeks. Be careful, 
however, that the keg is kept covered so 
that flies cannot get into it, as they, of 
course, are very poisonous. Mr. G. Gordon 
Pickett and several other well known Den- 
ver fishermen have used this method with 
great success. 








GUNS AND GUN SIGHTS. 


Gunsights have been used in one form or 
another ever since the introduction of fire 
arms. Many and varied have been the 
forms used by the makers; and the users 
of the weapons have been trying these three 
hundred years to improve on these sights 
furnished by the makers. In this way the 
models, shapes, forms and styles have be- 
come legion and sights have become so num- 
erous on the market that to a beginner it is 
very difficult to decide what sights he needs 
on his rifle. 

This article is intended for the beginner, 
not the old experienced gunner. He needs 
no advice on the point. Probably he has in- 
vented a dozen or more sights, perhaps made 
them for himself of every kind of material 
from a bit of wood to a wolf’s tooth, 

I knew a man who wanted a peep sight 
for his rifle. He had not the price, so he 
made it himself. He used a ten-penny wire 
nail, hamered it flat, punched a hole in the 
flat place, drove the nail in the stock and 
bent it to the proper position, shooting to 
line it, and driving it down to get the proper 
elevation. It took twenty minutes to make, 
created an immense amount of merriment, 
jibes and fun at the shooting match, while 
the happy-go-lucky maker went home with 
four big turkeys for Thanksgiving; even 
though his gun was spiked. 

I once met another man who lost his rifle 
sight and walked twenty miles to have an- 
other fitted. His hunt was spoiled for want 
of inventive genius. A friend once came 
to me with his rifle on his return from a 
trip through the Cascades after big game. 
He had two white goat skins, his ankles 
were skinned, his knees were skinned, his 
knuckles and his nose were skinned; in fact, 


he was pretty badly skinned up all over. 
Even the sights had been skinned off from 
his rifle in a tumble on a rocky slide where 
the festive goat dearly loves to lead the 
hunter. He said to me, “What do you think 
of those rifle sights of mine?” Then I ex- 
amined the rifle and saw that he had made 
both front and rear sights from bits of wood 
and had used them two weeks instead of giv- 
ing up his trip, after the accident, It takes 
ingenuity as well as grit to get on in this 
world and especially when you have a gun 
out of order. The old timers are not sup- 
posed to read this and the boys will be won- 
dering what I am driving at if I do not stick 
to my subject. 

We seldom see anything in sportsmen’s 
paperS about sights except advertisements, 
yet the way people tinker with their sights 
is evidence that they are not satisfied with 
those they have, and some, no doubt, would 
be glad to know what sights to use to im- 
prove their shooting. Now, if in this article 
I can help some one, I shall have hit the 
mark aimed at. 

It first devolves upon sportsmen to decide 
what kind of shooting you are to engage in. 
Nearly every boy starts shooting nowadays 
with a .22 rifle at a target with a set of very 
crude sights. Few and far between are his 
center shots and he never knows just why. 
He may blame his holding or his rifle, but 
it is not the rifle, rest assured of that. All 
standard American rifles shoot very accu- 
rately. See that you hold well and that you 
do not flinch or pull the trigger with a jerk. 
Now you have improved your shooting, but 
it is not what it should be yet. Let us look 
at your rifle. What kind have you? Well 
never mind who is the maker. They are all 
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well made for the price they cost, and all 
about alike in many respects, although they 
may appear different in their general outline. 
Let us try the rifle and see why it will not 
Make better scores for you. There; you 
seem to have done shooting equal to what I 
do or perhaps better, but I think I have 
located one or two hindrances to good shoot- 
ing. We find them in a more or less degree 
in all of our regular rifles as they are bought 
from the factory. 

Those sights and that trigger pull are 
things that can be improved at little cost, 
and you had best do it before you waste more 
ammunition, or try to excel in shooting. Did 
you notice that your rifle weighs from four 
to six pounds, and that you can cock the ham- 
mer and the trigger will sustain its weight, 
or nearly so, before snapping? A rifle with 
a three pound trigger pull is safe, and should 
not pull more if you expect to do good shoot- 
ing. If you cannot handle a rifle in such a 
manner as not to discharge: it accidently 
while it has a three-pound trigger pull, you 


had best either give up rifle shooting or be. 


more careful. 


Let us relieve the trigger pull before 
we touch the sights. -The best way is to 
take the rifle to a good gunsmith if you have 
one within reach. Tell yim what you want; 
and have him fit on a set of good sights at 
the same time. For the benefit of those who 
have no good gunsmith near, let me give 
you a few pointers on relieving the trigger 
pull on a rifle. First get a catalogue of 
your rifle makers, study it carefully where it 
gives instructions how to take the gun apart 
and put it together properly. Now get a cou- 
ple of screw drivers, two or three punches 
and a hammer,a pair of pliers, and an anvil 
will be handy but you can get on without 
one with most rifles. Get the hammer out 
of the rifle; do not take more apart than is 
necessary. 


Now get the hammer and punch, lay the 
rifle hammer on the anvil or on something 
solid, set the point of the punch on the 
hammer just above the notch and strike 
the punch a light tap to force a part 
of the metal down into the notch so 
the trigger cannot fall into the notch as 
deeply as it did before. Do the same on 
both sides of the hammer. Be careful not 
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to drive too much of the metal down; put it 
together and test the pull. Do it over again 
if not satisfied; get it right. If a thing is 
worth doing it is worth doing well. Most 
people file away the hammer notch or blunt 
the trigger and thus destroy the case-harden

on them and the arm is spoiled, as the soft 
metal will wear and the hammer soon fails 
to stand, and ever after is a source of great 
danger. Never file or grind the notch in the 
hammer of a modern gun or rifle if you value 
the life of yourself or your friends. 

If you find that you have set too much 
metal into the hammer notch, it can be 
driven back by setting the square edge of 
a piece of steel (the shank of a file will do) 
on it and striking a light blow. This method 
of relieving the trigger pull will work on any 
hammer gun and on most hammerless guns, 
but the bolt action must be treated differ- 
ently; I have yet to find a bolt action with 
a satisfactory trigger pull or one that can 
be made so. But I will write of them here- 
after as my theme this time is sights, and 
I fear many of my readers will charge me 
with rambling for having taken up the trig- 
ger pull question; but I am convinced of the 
necessity of a nice, smooth trigger pull be- 
fore a rifle can be properly sighted. 

Now for the sights—and I think I hear a 
thousand rifle men all over the world asking 
questions thick and fast. What sights? 
Whose make? Open or peep? Bead or aper- 
ture? Ivory, gold, silver, bone, porcelain or 
iron? Now, let us get our breath while we 
think, and before I answer, let me ask a few 
questions. What do you intend to use your 
sights.on? Game or a target? You say, “I 
wish to practice at a target so I can learn to 
shoot well enough to kill game clean and not 
wound them to linger and die a miserable 
death and do no one good.” That is good. It 
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not only makes it easy for me to advise you 
but it has the ring of a true sportsman in it. 
Let me see; your rifle will not need special 
target sights, just plain hunting sights. 
Sights that are practical and that will stand 
rough and tumble hard service in the woods 
and fields. Let us first look at the rear 
sight; not for very long, however, as the best 
thing to do with that rear notch sight you get 
on all hunting rifles, and have to pay some 
firms two dollars to leave off, is to take a 
dollar or a soft brass or copper punch, set 
it on the sight and drive it out with the ham- 
mer. Now get a piece of hard rubber, horn, 
or a broken razor handle or comb back will 
do, and fit it neatly in the slot in the barrel 
where the sight was. After finishing this up 
neat, get a new rear peep sight. No matter 
who made it or what it costs; get it. The 
cost will be repaid ten fold in ammunition 
saved, to say nothing of the satisfaction you 
will have in knowing that 
where you aim.

hunting. Can’t get onto game with them 
things. Too much in the way. No good,” 


and many other kindred expressions are 
heard from men who never used them. 
Those who have will never be without them 
if it is possible to get them. To the begin- 
ner and the unbeliever let me reason with 
you a little. First, it adds about fourteen 
inches to the distance between sights, which 
increases the accuracy of aim about twenty- 
five per cent. and on some rifles more. Sec- 
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ond, you see through a round hole in the 
place of a notch. In the notch you can get 
high or low, and in some lights a decided 
blur, while the peep hole is surrounded by 
walls on all sides the same and you see the 
object through it in all lights alike. Third, 
you do not see, nor do you have to see the 
rear sights shown in cuts. They are so close 
to the eye that you see through them but do 
not see them. You will perceive what I mean 
if you get an old pan with a hole in it; hold 
it close to your eye and look through the 
hole. There; you can see all outside the pan 
but nothing in it nor can you see the pan. 
Fourth, the eye is a wonderful instrument 
and with it we perform many wonderful 
feats. When we see anything at a distance, 
we focus our eyes on it. If we wish to look 
at an object near us, we must change the 
focus. In the act of shooting with open 
sights, we first focus our eye on the object, 
then on the front sight, then on the rear 
sight. Now, by using a rear peep sight, we 
do not need to see; thus we save the time it 
takes to focus the eye on the rear notch 
sight. So in summing up the argument, we 
find the rear peep sight is not only more ac- 
curate, but far more rapid for quick snap 
shots at moving game. And last, but not 
least, it is a great aid to weak or old eyes. 

There are a few things to be careful 
about in choosing a peep sight for hunting. 
Be sure it is fastened on well. See that it 
has no lost motion. Be carefui to fit it on 
perpendicularly, so that when elevated it will 
shoot directly above the shots made before 
raising the sight. Do not under any circum- 
stances get a large eyepiece for a hunting 
rifle. If you do you cover too much of the 
view of the game, as the case may be, and 
you will come to grief as surely as did an 
Irishman I knew in my boyhood days. 

Pat came to my mother for some medicine 
for the baby’s colic. Mother gave him a bot- 
tle containing essence of peppermint, with 
instructions to give the baby five drops in 
water warmed a little. Pat remarked it 
smelled a little like whisky and he thought 
he would try it; so thinking if a small dose 
was good for the baby, a good big drink 
would be about right for him, a big man. He 
took the drink and then choked for a while; 
then cried, “Wather, wather, give me some 
wather, Howley Muther.” After getting his 
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breath he said, “Shure, madam, that mur- 
thering stuff would kill all the babies this 
side of Purgatory.” 

And so it would in such doses. Do not 
think if a little sight will be good that a big 
one will be better. It is not. The peep hole 
may be large; however, use that to suit your 
eye. Experiment somewhat until you find 
out what size of hole you see through and 
shoot best with; then stick to it and do not 
change. 

Now, in order to make it possible to get 
the best results out of a rear peep sight such 
as I have just described, it will be best to 
either choose a rifle that fits you, or, not 
finding one in the market, have it altered or 
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good one stick to it and practice with it often 
and long. 

Having chosen your rifle, fitted it to you 
in due form, adjusted the trigger pull so it 
acts properly and smoothly, also fitted a rear 
peep sight, it now remains to finish the job 
by putting on a front sight that will be visi- 
ble in all lights and on all game. 

You will not find this an easy task. It 
seems easy at first though, but I am free to 
confess that after spending nearly fifty years 
seeking such a sight, I have not found it, and 
I have owned and made many that are not 
on the market. 

I show here a few of the many good front 
sights found on the market at present.

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change it yourself so it will fit. The majority 
of rifles are made all right, of course, but we 
poor men are such a misshapen lot that we 
seldom fit the average sporting rifle better 
than we do a hand-me-down suit of clothes. 
When the rifle comes up to the aiming posi- 
tion without it being necessary for you to 
strain yourself out of a natural pose, then it 
fits, and not otherwise. If it fits, your eye 
will drop as naturally into the center of the 
rear sight as a spoon will go to your mouth 
when eating. When the stock of a rifle is 
a misfit, it is about as easy to get your eye 
on the sights as it is to get a good game 
law, and about as hard to get good shooting 
out of a rifle that does not fit as it is to get 
good sport out of breaking the laws we have. 
See that your rifle fits you and if it is a 


I think they all have their merits and are © 
well adapted to certain kinds of hunting, but 
no one is fit for all kinds. To illustrate what 
I mean I will start out with the statement 
that the all around front sight has not been 
made yet, and to prove the assertion I will 
cite a few cases where a certain kind of sight 
was very valuable, while others would have 
been of little use, yet good in other places. 

In hunting squirrels, I once tried to use a 
sight of my own make. At the target it had 
proven very fine and I was dead sure that it 
was just the thing for the old wily fox 
squirrel, so I tried it. Let me describe it. It 
was a globe sight, but in place of a bead it 
was fitted with a pair of cross wires similar 
to a rifle telescope. Why did it not work? 
It was very hard to distinguish the cross 
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wires from limbs when sighting among the 
twigs and boughs of a tree where the squir- 
rels were. The wires at close range looked 
like a twig at the top of the tre . My friend’s 
old muzzle loader with a very small part of 
a quarter set close down on the barrel was 
just the thing and he got the game while I 
got an idea of sight (the block sight shown 
above) that has proven very satisfactory on 
most game. Yet on our return home my 
cross-sight proved its value by helping me 
to decapitate several ground squirrels in the 
open field, thus showing that it was all right 
in its place. 

The ivory sights are excellent in most 
places, especially where the background is 
dark. The gold bead sights are excellent for 
most large game shooting, contrasting nicely 
with the background, no matter whether it 
is snow or in green timber. You must be on 
a very dry and brown barren, before you will 
notice the gold blending with the landscape 
are a wee bit hard to see. 

Let me say here that all praise is due the 
men who have had the courage to place on

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the market so fine a line of sights to choose 
from. They have spent many weary nights 
in camp after many successful hunts during 
the days previous. Hunts spoiled by poor 
sights. The night's rest spoiled, too, for 
when they closed their eyes they could again 
see the bounding buck going off shaking his 
flag asifin derision; he sailed away, missed 
clean, all on account of a sight that was not 
adapted to their style of hunting. Then they 
went to work and designed sights until they 
got what they were pleased to call good. 
Every good hunting sight on the market was 
worked out.in this very way. Every one 
was designed by practical hunters, but the 
all around sight is not found yet, and if any 
one of my readers have seen it, would be 
pleased to hear from them. 

Right here I should like to show my read- 
ers the pictures of their benefactors, the de- 
signers of the really good sights now on the 
market, but not having the necessary cuts, I 
must content myself by mentioning a few of 
their names. There is Wm. Lyman, Wm. 
Soul, W. H. Marble, D. W. King, Jr., Wm. 
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Milton Farrow, W. H. Sheard, George Cooper 
and Charles Stanbra. There are many other 
points not touched on in this article, but time 
presses, so I shall be compelled to treat on 
them at some future date. 

My closing advice to my young friends is: 
Choose a sight which is large enough for you 
to see and see quickly, for time counts in 
hunting more than anywhere else. Get a 


sight that will contrast in color with the sur- 
roundings where you intend to hunt. Never 
choose a tall, slim sight that is easily broken 
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or bent. Get a sight that fits close to the 
barrel and see that it is well surrounded with 
metal well up to the bead, both for strength 
and to prevent taking too much bead in quick 
shots where time is limited. 

I hope these few rambling notes will be 
of benefit to those who are young in rifle 
shooting and inspire an article of wider scope 
on the same subject from some one who has 
the art of placing his thoughts on paper in 
a far more pleasing manner than I.

TIPS ON RELOADING. 


Editor Outdoor Life:—If I had known six 
years ago what I know now, it would have 
saved me a great deal of time and money, so 
I may be able to help some “beginner” like 
myself. First, I believe, and I think most 
hunters agree with me, that the best gun 
for any kind of game bigger than a rabbit, ir 
a high-power rifle using metal patched soft 
point bullets, on account of their mushroom- 
ing qualities, flat trajectory, and smokeless 
powder. 

The objections to this class of ammuni- 
tion are, that the metal patch quickly wears 
out the rifling, and the factory ammunition 
is too expensive for much target practice. 
But now, thanks to the Ideal manufacturing 
Company for reloading tools and alloy bul- 
lets, and to the Union Metallic Cartridge 
Company for non-murcuric primers, we can 
load and reload indefinitely with full 
charges and metal patched bullets without 
the shells cracking and at less than half the 
cost of the factory ammunition. 


And with the light alloy bullets and re- 
duced charges we can indulge in target prac 
tice to our heart’s content without damage 
to the rifling, and at slight expense. Second, 
the best all-round gun, for me, is the .30-40 


‘Winchester repeater, box magazine. 


The 
80-40 cartridge is probably the most ac- 
curate of any of the high-power class, and 
the box magazine is not Hable to get out of 
order, and I can put the cartridges in and 
take them out with my fingers by putting a 
finger on the end of the bullet and lifting 
them out the same as they went in, without 
jamming the soft point which is usually 
more or less deformed after it has been 
forced through a tubular magazine. 


However, many prefer rifles with a 
tubular magazine, and as the U. M. C. No. 
9 non-mercuric primer is the same size as 
the 7% and 8%, I see no reason why all the 
high-power cartridges using these primers 
cannot be reloaded just as satisfactorily as 
the .30-40. It certainly pays to reload. My 
hand-loaded ammunition is not only much 
cheaper than the factory cartridges, but it 
shoots a little more accurate and regular. 

I have been asked many times if it was 
safe to reload a high-power cartridge and I 
say that if a man is not careful enough to 
weigh out a charge of smokeless powder 
correctiy, he is certainly too careless to 
handle a gun of any kind, and the sooner he 
gets hurt a little “accidentally” the better it

will be for his friends, because he would ke 
more careful in the future. 

U. M. C. shells are the best to reload be- 
cause they are thinner at the muzzle, and 
the sharp edge inside is reamed out so they 
will not shave the alloy bullets. 

I buy new (empty) U. M. C. shells 
primed with non-mercuric primers, which 
must be used first, last and all the time. All 
the shells that I have used with the mercuric 
primers, no matter how small the charge, 
have cracked after being fired a few times, 
while as I have always used the non-mer- 
curic primers with the U. M. C. shells, I 
never had one crack, though I have fired 
them many times with the full charge. They 
are just as good as new. 

Dr. W. G. Hudson told me that he had 
fired a shell (I forget the make) twenty-five 
times without cracking by 
mercuric primer, and stopped keeping count 
of it after that. The ammunition we buy 
which has printed on the box “These shells 
should not be re-loaded,” is primed with 
mercuric primers, which makes them brittle, 


using the non- 


but they can be safely re-loaded from two to 
six times. There is not the least danger to 
the shooter, if he weighs the powder cor- 
rectly, even if the shell cracks all to pieces 
in the chamber, which they are not liable to 
do. I never had one crack so badly as to 
leave a piece in the gun, because I keep the 
chamber clean and never reload a cracked 
shell. 

I use a small balance scale for weighing 
the powder, and use just thirty-four grains 
of Laflin & Rand W. A. .30 caliber smoke- 
less. I have tried thirty-five grains, but it 
does not shoot as regular as thirty-four. 

The Winchester-Hudson, .30 caliber, 220- 
grain soft point, is the best metal-patched 
bullet I ever used because they are slightly 
coated with tin, which is “easier” on tha 
barrel, and gives less recoil than the oth- 
ers and the “Hudson’’-shaped bullet is much 
more accurate than the old style. 

1 use the Ideal tool No. 3 special with 
single adjustable chamber to seat this bul- 
let and crimp the shell in the groove. Af- 
ter firing and expelling the primer I use the 
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Idea] resizing tool, which resizes the shell 
and leaves the muzzle of the U. M. C. shell 
just a tight fit for the metal-patched bullet. 
If I used thick shells with sharp corners I 
would need a shell expander chamber and 
chamfering reamer, 

The alloy bullets are cast large enough 
to fit the U. M. C. shell closely after firing 
without resizing. 

Then I brush the shells out a little, dry, 
and load again and again without other 
cleaning. The first cost of this ammuni- 
tion, paying the highest retail price for 
everything, is $4.33 per 100 and $2.33 per 
100 for reloading. 

Another reason why the .30-40 Winches- 
ter is the best all-round gun for me is that 
there are so many reduced loads which can 
be used in it with perfect satisfaction. 

I use Ideal bullet No. 308245, 87 grains, 
cast 1 to 10, with 3 grains L. & R. “Bulis- 
eye” smokeless powder for short range work 
and rapid-fire practice. I seat the bullet 
with the double adjustable chamber so the 
shell covers the first groove, and crimp it 
Slightly on the second “ridge” of the bullet 
and it works through the magazine all 
right. 

It igs very accurate and quite powerful. 
This load costs me about 40 cents per 100, 
which is as cheap as .22 oaliber cartridges. 
Half antimony instead of all tin for hard- 
ening makes a good full bullet. I use Ideal 
bullet No. 308241, 154 grains, cast half lead 
- and half Ideal alloy, or its equivalent, witha 


IS THERE A SUBSTITUTE 


Editor Outdoor Life:—One of the most 
important matters that have confronted 
riflemen since the introduction of the modern 
high power rifles is the development of a 
cast alloy bullet that could be fired from the 
quick twist rifles at the same velocity as 
the regular metal patch bullet witnout “strip- 
ping,” “leading” or “fusing.” That such a 
bullet would have many advantages none 
could deny. It would mean longer life to 
the barrel from which it was shot; it would 
mean a bullet that any shooter of average 
intelligence could cast and reload as easily 
and satisfactorily as the old-time black pow- 
der cartridge. It would mean cheaper am- 


9% grains L, & R. “Marksman,” or 
grains of “Unique” or “Infallible”’ for 
ranges from 50 to 150 yards. I crimp the 
shell slightly in the beveled groove and it 
works through the magazine. 

I shot a coyote with this load as he stood 
looking at me and the bullet hit him in the 
nose and lodged under the skin at the back 
of his neck, but I don’t recommend these 
bullets for animals much larger than a rab- 
bit, because unless they are hit in a vital 
place they are liable to get away. This load 
costs me about 75 cents per 100. 

There are several alloy bullets which are 
good at 200 yards. The Ideal metal gas 
check bullets are accurate at 600 yards and 
they are all good in the .30-40 Winchester. 
So by using different loads, I have a .22, .25, 
.30-30, .32-40, .303, .83 and .30-40 rifle all in 
one, and what more do you want for an all- 
round gun? 

If you want to make your own ammuni- 
titon for any gun, just get the latest Ideal 
Hand Book and follow directions and you 
can’t go far wrong. If you don’t get good 
results something is wrong. If you use a 
bullet not intended for your gun, or if you 
use too much powder, or if you shoot alloy 
bullets after using metal-patched, without 
cleaning, you will lead the barrel. But the 
Ideal company is always prepared and will- 
ing to answer questions, and if there is any- 
thing you want to know, just write to them, 
enclosing stamp for reply, and everything 
will be all right.

munition, which, combined with the added 
length of life for the barrel, would mean 
more practice for the rifleman and thereby 


productive of better marksmen. The sale of 
cartridges of course, would materially de- 
crease, while the sales of reloading tools 
would increase proportionately. But will 
such a bullet ever be evolved? That is a 
question of vital importance, but one not 
easily answered. 

The metal gas-check bullet placed on the 
market by the Ideal people may be an im- 
provement in some ways over the metal 
patch but it must always be considered as 
inferior in at least two important respects:

Although it can be fired at nearly as high 
velocities as the metal patch, the fact re- 
mains that the velocity must be somewhat 
less, as most of the powder charges recom- 
mended to be used with this bullet are less 
than for the regular high power metal 
patch cartridges. Then the fact that one 
must buy the gas checks in addition to the 
special alloy, and have tools to affix them 
to the base of the bullet is not what shoot- 
ers are looking for; ‘and this simply because 
what is wanted is an alloy bullet cast com- 
plete in one operation—a bullet that once 
the proper alloy is procured can be cast as 
easily as the old style bullet used in the 
black powder arms. In order to produce 
a bullet perfect from all points it must be 
remembered that the base will have to be 
protected from the heat developed by the 
high-pressure powder and this heat is in- 
tense. 

If Mr. Linkletter’s method is as great a 
success as he claims it is, why in the name 
of common sense should we be forced,to use 
the metal gas checks? Any one could cut 


wads from an old felt hat, or should this 
method be found effectual, wads would no 
doubt be placed on the market when it was 
found that a demand existed for them. But 
here is another thing that must be looked 
after; the bullet must fit the barrel very 
tight. It would be reasonably safe to say 
that all, or at least nearly all, of the barrels 
now made, are larger than they should be 
for the bullets intended to be shot from 
them. A bullet somewhat larger than the 
finished bore of the barrel should fit so 
tightly that there would not be near the 
danger of its stripping as one that fit loosely, 
nor would there be any possibility of the hot 
powder gases crowding by such a bullet— 
provided, of course, the base was effectually 
protected by felt wads. 

But a few remarks about the grooved 
metal gas-check bullets: The grooves on the 
old style lead or alloy bullets fired from the 
black powder arms were a necessity; but 
are they a necessity when used in the high 
power rifles? Some claim that the lubri- 
cant burns up and is useless. If this is true 
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then why not dispense with the grooves (ex- 
cept one in which to crimp the shell) and 
thereby use a softer bulletasthe bullet with- 
out grooves would have at leastone-third more 
bearing on the rifling than would the 
grooved one. The softer bullet would mean 
longer life to the barrel and one often hears 
remarks to the effect that the metal gas 
check bullets, being very hard, are about as 
wearing on the barrel as the criticized metal 
patched one. 

When one considers the fact that the 
greaseless alloy .22 bullets have been fired 
by the thousands without cleaning with no 
leading followin’, it would seem but reason- 
able to believe that, possibly, a bullet could 
and probably will some time be evolved that 
can be used in high power rifles—and this 
bullet be without grooves and not lubricated. 
But the question that interests many is 
simply this: Will a bullet ever be produced 
having all these desirable features that can 
be used satisfactorily in any of the rifles 
as now made? I doubt it. But here’s what 
I do believe: Should manufacturers produce 
new barrels, the finished bores of which 
were considerably smaller than the bullets 


to be fired from them, it would be compar- 
atively an easy matter to evolve a cast al- 
loy bullet that could be fired from them at 


at least 2,000 feet velgcity—or probably 
higher, and also that this bullet would not 
need grooves for lubricant; that it could be 
cast softer than the Ideal bullets and that 
it would need no more effectual base pro- 
tector than that so often described by Mr. 


Linkletter, I also believe all cartridges now 
made—black or smokeless—low or high 
pressure, metal patched, lead, or alloy bul- 
lets, quick, slow or medium twist barrels, 
would show equal accuracy when fired from 
these reduced bore barrels. 

But would rifle manufacturers consider 
such a scheme? It’s hardly likely—it would 
mean the sale of more reloading tools and 
less of cartridges. Mr. De Angelis is per- 
fectly right when he says that as long as 
the cartridge manufacturers can make the 
shooting public believe that the metal patch 
is a necessity, and that reloading of cart- 
ridges is impracticable, just so long will the 
shooters think it necessary to buy their 
cartridges. Lieutenant Whelen and Dr. 
Hudson (and there are no greater authori- 
ties) consider the metal patch as greatly 
shortening the life of the barrel. Then why 
not, if possible, have a better bullet? 

But what shall we ask of manufacturers 
to remedy the existing conditions? Ask them 
to produce new guns as well as cartridges? 


Not by any means. We now have on over- 


abundance of both; merely let them pro 
duce new barrels, reduced in bore, cham- 
bered for all cartridges now made, and the 
shooters will quickly do the rest—that is, 
evolve a cast alloy bullet that can be fired 
at same velocities as the regular bullets pro- 
pelled by its respective powder charge and 
this bullet will be one that, when the proper 
alloy is at hand, can be made as easily as 
one to be used with black powder.

CLASSES THE AUTOMATIC AS A FAD. 


Editor Outdoor Life:—There is but one 
point of apparent advantage that automatic 
arms possess over arms that are hand func- 
tioned; you can fire a few shots a little 
more rapidly. In every other respect they 
are inferior to arms that have already been 
developed, perfected and have made good. 
They are short-lived, ill-shaped, ill-looking 
and disagreeable to use. They possess only 
the doubtful merit of a little more rapidity 
as compared with other repeaters. There 
is nothing about them that appeals to a 
thoroughbred soprtsman or the lover of a 
good gun. There is not an automatic arm 
made of any kind on _ correct prin- 


ciples for good shooting or on the trim lines 
of arms that are already manufactured and 
that time has approved of and stamped with 
her O. K, 

Almost every correct principle has been 
sacrificed for a little more “rapidity of fire” 
which practically amounts to nothing over 
such arms as the Smith & Wesson, and Colt 
Frontier, in revolvers; and the Winchester 
Model ’97 in shotguns and the Winchester 
Models ’86 and ’94, and Savage, in rifles. 

Compare any automatic pistol with the 
Colt’s Frontier or Peacemaker, the old Rem- 
ington, or the lines of the Haines Model. 

Compare any automatic shotgun with the 
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No. 4—Holy hoboes! Wot hit me? 


Wot if me fr’en’ Sleepy Hank shud see me now! 





trim lines and balance of the Winchester ’97 
trap gun; the Parker, Lefever, L. C. Smith 
or any other first class shotgun. Compare 
any of the large calibre automatic rifles with 
such arms as the Winchester Models ’86 and 
94, the Savage and others, and see if all 
automatic arms do not suffer by the com- 
parison in the vital points that go to make 
up a reliable and perfect arm. 

The last genuine improvements in sys- 
tems were made in the Model 94 Winches- 
ter, and the Savage a little later. 
ite is the ’94 Winchester. 

It seems to be the craze at present 
among a certain class of shooters to demand 
an arm with which they can pump a con- 
tinuous stream of lead at any object, hit or 
miss, with a chance that some shot may 
hit. The theory is wrong and will never de- 
velop good, clean shots with any weapon, 
and beside, where does the sport come in? 
There is a certain pleasure to a genuine gun 
lover and a sportsman in the possession of 
a gun that handles nicely, is well made and 
pleasing to the eye, shoots where it is held 
and hits hard.

In the rifle ,the increase of rapidity of 
fire over rifles with the, lever action amounts 
to nothing, as any lever action can be fired 
as rapidly as the barrel will stand with 
high power ammunition, and in this respect 
and in vital points they are not to be com- 
pared with any lever arm. If I wanted a 
light weight, high power hunting rifle, I 
would pay list for a .30-30 or .32 Special 
Winchester carbine, Model ’94, rather than 
take any automatic as a gift. 

The automatic arms are ingenious pieces 
of mechanism that practically do not amount 
to much and will never fill the places of 
arms formally brought out by several of the 
companies, 

Now, I do not wish to appear as “knock- 
ing” the product of our gun manufacturers, 
but I do think the former models of arms 
are the better and more practical. I believe 
the days of the automatic fad will be short, 
and as far as an automatic pistol for cav- 
alry use is concerned, I believe it to be the 
poorest, and most dangerous to its users, 
that could be selected.

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THE DISPERSION OF SHOTS. 


It is undoubtedly a fact that many ex- 
cellent rifles are condemned as inaccurate 
when the fault lies entirely with the marks- 
man. The procuring of a good group from 
a rifle is really an art in itself, many little 
precautions often being overlooked which 
tend to give even shooting. The ability to 
group shots close together on the target 
means hits—especially long range hits in the 
field, also confidence in one’s arm. It is not 
alone necessary to be able to hold steadily 
and sight correctly. Other and very im- 
portant things influence the close grouping

of shots and the most important of these 
will be discussed here. 

The accompanying groups were all shot 
with extremely accurate rifles and these ri- 
fles were correctly sighted and aimed each 
shot. The. groups are actual ones, being 
taken from my score books for the last 
eight years. They were all made at 50 yards 
—the circle illustrating a 2%-inch bullseye, 


at which in each case aim was correctly 
taken. 


Group No. 1 illustrates ten shots fired 
from a .30-40 Model ’95 Winchester rifle, the 
barrel having been greased with cosmoline 
before firing. The first shot is the highest 
one, the next shots dropping lower and 
lower as the grease was burnt out of the 
barrel until after the fourth shot the rifle 
shot fairly well where it was held. The 
moral is: With a smokeless powder rifle 
wipe every trace of oil from your barrel be- 
fore firing or the first few shots will go 
high and exceedingly wild. 


Group No. 2 was made with the same 
.30-40, resting the rifle barrel six inches from 
the muzzle on a box covered with a soft 
blanket. Thin barreled rifles will not shoot 
well from rest on account of the restriction 
to the flip of the barrel. Also a rifle shot 
from a rest throws its shots higher than 
when shot offhand. 


These two groups would seem to be 
enough to condemn this rifle, but look at 
Group No. 3, shot with the same arm. In this 
case the rifle was fired from the military 
prone position, using the sling in the way 
all military experts use it to steady the 
piece. This group shows excellent accuracy. 
It also shows the location in the bullseye 
where the group from a hunting rifle should 
fall. A Lyman ivory bedd front sight can- 
not be seen against the white of a paper 
target. To define the sights correctly the 
white bead must be held well into the black 
bull and the shots should fall exactly where 
the top of the front sight rests. The best 
method to test hunting rifles and their am- 
munition is to shoot from a prone position 
without rest, using the sling to steady the 
holding. One then gets the correct offhand 
elevations, unless the barrel is very thin and 
the front attachment of the sling very far 
forward, when the rifle may shoot lower 
from the prone position than it does off- 
hand. 


Groups Nos. 4, 5, and 6 illustrate thirty 
consecutive shots with a .40-72 Winchester, 
using black powder factory cartridges. No- 
tice that the accuracy, very good at first, 
was quickly spoiled by the excessive fouling 
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of the black puwder and the lack of proper 
lubricant on the bullets. 

Groups Nos. 7, 8 and 9 are thirty consec- 
utive shots fired from this same rifle, but 
in this case the charge was 67 grains of Haz- 
ard’s FG black powder primed with 5 grains 
of DuPont’s No. 1 smokeless. The bullets 
correctly fitted the barrel and were well lu- 
bricated with Leopold’s Banana lubricant. 
The accuracy was good all through although 
the last ten shots showed the effect of the 
slight fouling. A good smokeless powder 
rifle on the other hand will not show this 
increase in successive groups unless the arm 
is fired so fast as to become excessively hot. 

Group No. 10 was fired from a .30-40 Win- 
chester Single Shot rifie with a No. 3 bar- 
rel which measured .3083 inches in bore. 
Peters’ soft-point factory ammunition was 
used. These cartridges contain bullets 
which measure almost .309 inches; thus in 
this barrel there is no gas cutting, and the 
accuracy is almost phenomenal. With cart- 
ridges of another well known make con- 
taining bullets measuring only a scant .307 
inches the accuracy was poor although 
the barrel is an excellent one. This group 


was shot from rest, hence the high point 


of impact. Notice the difference between 
this target and No. 2. A heavy barrel will 
usually shoot very well from a rest, while 
the light taper barrel scatters badly. 
Target No. 11 was shot with the same 
.30-.40 single shot rifle and a very accurate 
reduced load and lead alloy bullet. The ri- 
fle, however, had previously been fired with 
high power ammunition and not cleaned. The 
tenacious and intensely sticky fouling of the 
high power cartridges destroys the accur- 
acy of lead bullet loads fired from a barrel 
containing it. Moral: Carry a field cleaner 
in your pocket. This cleaner also comes in 
mighty handy when some day you slip and 
jam the muzzle of your gun in the mud, ten 
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miles from your camp and the cleaning rod. 
I did this once, whittled out a willow rod 
which promptly got stuck and broke off, 
short. Of course I met a fine buck and a 
wolverine on the way back to camp. The 
air was blue that day, sure, and ever since 
I have carried a field cleaner. I have a small 
rubber bag which goes in the back pocket 
of my hunting trousers. It contains the 
field cleaner, a compass, a waterproof match 
safe and a first-aid package. It is scarcely 
ever used but it’s one of the best life insur- 


ance policies for the wilderness hunter that 
I know of. 


But to return—Target No. 12 was shot 
with a .30-30 Winchester resting the barrel 
of the rifle on the hand and against the left 
side of a tree. Notice how the restriction 
of the flip or jump scattered the shots to 
the left. 

I think that every rifleman of experience 
will admit that a rifle shoots its best when 
held offhand with an equal grip of the hands 
and an equal pressure of the butt for each 
shot. One should learn to shoot in this 
manner, and not depend upon rests. To 
shoot really well offhand requires lots of 
practice, an application of brains, attention 
to small details and lots of ammunition— 
but jacketed bullets soon wear out a barrel. 
if one has to take a long shot where abso- 
lute steadiness is necessary sit down and 
rest the elbows on the knees or lie down and 
use the military sling. Don’t expect to do 
good work from rest with a light-barreled 
rifle. When using a smokeless rifle wipe out 
all oil from the barrel before leaving camp. 
With a black powder arm have a very thin 
coating of a light oil like “3-in-1” in the bar- 
rel, otherwise leading is likely to occur. At- 
tention to these small details will give bet- 
ter scores at the target and fewer misses in 
the field.

TO DISMOUNT A REVOLVER BARREL. 


Editor Outdoor Life:—In Mr. Linkletter’s 
article for March I notice that he says he has 
no appliance for turning a revolver barrel 
out of the frame without marring it. Now 
I don’t want the reader for a moment to 
think I am a gunsmith, but on several occa- 


sions it has been necessary for me to re- 
move old barrels from revolvers and replace 
them with new. The method may seem 
rather strange to many, but as it always 
worked successfully and being so very sim- 
ple, I feel like mentioning it for the benefit 
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of those who may some time wish to do work 
of this kind. If one were near a gunsmith 
this would be of little consequence; but a 
man may be a hundred miles or more from 
one and have to depend on himself, and it is 
then this “wrinkle” is worth something. 

This is how itis done: Take an ordinary 
cotton clothes-line, lay end on muzzle of 
barrel and tie very tightly by wrapping witb 
strong strings—shoe lace, whang leather or 
buckskin. Then wind rope very tightly 
around barrel until the rope covers it to 
the frame. Having removed cylinder, place 
hardwood stick through frame and another 
through loop in end of rope and turn in op- 
posite directions and barrel will be removed 
—not always easily, but if the rope is strong 
enough, surely. 

I never saw but one barrel that a cotton 
rope would not unscrew. This one came very 
hard. I had to take an ordinary rope (%, I 
think) and tied it with whang leather string 
at muzzle very tightly. It took two of us 
to turn it out, but it came at last. When 
we putin the new barrel we made one mis- 
take by not wrapping the barrel with soft 
cloth to prevent the hard rope from scratch- 
ing the barrel (a blued one). A cotton rope 
will not injure a barrel in the least. In tying 


rope on barrel at muzzle one should be care- 
-. 


ful that no strain can come on top of sight 
as it would undoubtedly be bent. All the bar- 
rels I have removed were on the single ac- 
tion Colt and were blued finish. The swing- 
out cylinder guns might not stand the strain 
that would necessarily be required to turn 
out the barrel by this method, and the nickel 
plated ones might be injured. 

I note that the matter of rifle sights is 
receiving attention just now in Outdoor Life’s 
columns. Also that Mr. De Angelis has some 
exceptionally interesting matter on metal 
patched bullets and automatic rifles. An- 
other writer (a Mr. Holmes, I believe) has 
something to say about revolver holsters and 
belts. I haven’t the slightest idea that it 
would be possible for me to improve on 
anything that these writers have said, but 
as I have been assembling some matter re- 
garding rifle sights (more especially those 
best adapted to hunting rifles) automatic 
rifles, revolver belts and scabbards, not to 
mention many other matters that may prove 
of interest to shooters in general, I wish to 
say that I will try and “unload” some of 
this on the readers (four or five columns at 
a shot) between now and December. I hope 
to have much of this illustrated from photo- 
graphs and also some drawings, these last 
by Mr. Hooper. ASHLEY A. HAINES. 


METAL-PATCHED BULLETS AND SMALL ARMS. 


Editor Outdoor Life:—I am greatly inter- 
ested in the Arms and Ammunition depart- 
ment of Outdoor Life and always read every 
word of it before I as much as glance at the 
other contents. I note with much satisfac- 
tion what Mr. De Angelis writes in the April 
number about metal-patched bullets. My 
experience has convinced me that such rifles 
as the .25-35, .30-30, .30-40 and .35 Winches- 
ter will not, on an average, do good work 
after being fired over 2,000 shots with the 
standard factory cartridges. 

I have a .32-40 Marlin that I have fired 
over 3,000 times with metal-patched bullets 
and I can still make 6-inch groups at 200 
yards with it. I account for the longer life 
of this barrel by the fact that I use only 
.382 Special bullets, which are .002 inch larger 
than the standard .32-40 bullet. With this 
bullet and 25 grains Lightning Smokeless 


* 


I have been very successful in hunting 
Alaska brown bear, as well as deer. One of 
the main reasons why I prefer the .32-40 is 
because of the slower twist, which of course 
makes the use of reduced loads practicable, 
and I have found it very convenient to clean. 

For a reduced load I use the regular 
.32-40 bullet, 1 part tin to 25 of lead, 40 
grains (black powder measure) of King’s 
semi-smokeless and U. M. C. No. 7% primer. 

I could never see why so many people 
require such powerful rifles as the .35, .405 
and .30-40 for American game. One shot 
well placed with a .25-35 will bring down the 
biggest bear that ever walked, while a shot 
in the leg with a .405 will not kill even a 
deer, but will spoil a great deal of the best 
meat. 

In the March number J. H. Lepper asks 
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for information regarding the Colt’s auto- 
matic pistol as a holster gun. I have a .38 
auto and .44 Colt’s Frontier with 7%-inch 
barrel and much prefer the latter for a quick 
draw. I can draw the old “peace-maker” 
and fire the first shot in about half the time 


required to unlimber the automatic, and can 
shoot just as accurately, too. 

I can fully endorse what so many hunt- 
ers say of the Sheard sight. I have found it 
far in the lead of any used either with peep 
or open sights. M. 8S. BROWN. 


THE CALIBER QUESTION. 


Editor Outdoor Life:—After following the 
large vs. small bore discussion in the differ- 
ent magazines, I would like a few words on 
this subject if I may be allowed the space 
in your columns, and would like very much 
to hear your readers’ opinion regarding what 
I have in mind. There are many points of 
excellence in both the large and small bore 
rifies, and this leads me to believe that the 
best gun is not to be had by following either 
extreme, but by combining the good points 
found in both. 

In the discussion which has been run- 
ning for the last year or two, certain facts 
have been brought out, a few of which I shall 
name. First, the things desired in a sport- 
ing rifle are a low trajectory, or high veloc- 
ity, good size and weight of bullet sufficient 
to bleed well the animal struck. Weight 
must be had in the bullet to give smashing 
effect, and the fact that the calibers of the 
so-called small bore rifles are gradually be- 
ing increased, and that speed is being added 
to the heavy bullets, would indicate that 
both were lacking in these particulars. 
Therefore I believe that a suitable combi- 
nation would best meet the demands of the 
majority of us, and have concluded that a

Editor Outdoor Life:—The exhibit of 
shotguns at the Sportsman’s Show is re- 
markable every year.

With the 
invention of the copper cap a new era be- 
gan in gun making. The use of fulminating 
powder for shotguns and rifles commenced 
in 1805. The copper percussion cap was in- 
vented in 1818 but it was not adopted by 
the British Government for the Army until 
1840. Long before this date breech-loading 
shotguns were invented, but they came into 
general use only about thirty-five years ago. 

A Frenchman invented the pin-fire breech 
loader in 1836. Then followed the rim-fire 
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and other improved methods constituting 
the first step in the direction of the seem- 
ingly perfect breech loading, hammerless 
shotgun of to-day. In this gun the expansion 
of the shell or cartridge at the instant of 
explosion effectually closes the breech-joint, 
thus preventing the escape of gas. This is 
the secret of the success of the entire breech- 
loading system, as applied to every gun, 


from the smallest shotgun to the largest ~ 


piece of heavy ordnance. It was believed 
for many years that much of the power and 
force of the explosive was wasted in the 
breech loader by the escape of gas, and 
for this reason sportsmen clung to the muz- 
zle loader, tenaciously, for years after 
breech loaders had been perfected. 

France claims the distinction of the in- 
vention of the breech loader. Lefaucheux’s 
system of pin-fire mechanism was improved 
upon by both French and English makers 
and both turned out guns far superior to the 
original ones. The drop down of the bar- 
rel was found to be the best method of open- 
ing or “breaking” the gun. Side action, both 
of barrels and leverage, bottom action, and 
various other devices too numerous to men- 
tion have given place to the top lever action 
of all sporting guns of approved pattern. 

The central-fire, gas-tight shell or cart- 
ridge, was invented in 1853. This marked a 
new epoch in gun makingy?-second only in 
importance to the invention of the detonat- 
ing system now in use. As already inti- 
mated, the breech loader was regarded with 
disfavor by many sportsmen. They main- 
tained that it could not compete with the 
muzzle loader and that less force or pene- 
tration with an equal charge of powder was 
attainable; thus for a long time they opposed 
the “new fangled notion” but truth hidden 
in the bottom of the well of the breech loader 
revealed itself at last, even to their obscure 
vision, and those who were at first the most 
strenuous opponents of the system became 
its most ardent supporters. Field sports are 
laborious under the most favorable circum- 
stances and the vast amount of labor saved 
and the increase of the day’s sport, and the 
heavy bags, soon convinced the most skep- 
tical that the breech loader was the only 
gun for the thorough-going sportsman. 

In these guns improvements have fol- 
lowed each other rapidly. The rebounding 


lock was an excellent innovation, as it pro- 
moted safety for obvious reasons. The pat- 
ent striker, the springless striker, the thor- 
ough hump, the circle joint, the spring fore- 
end, the solid-headed striker, the double grip, 
the snap action, various forms of breech 
mechanism, the extended rib, patent solder 
and the rubber heel-plate, are all known to 
sportsmen. Then came choke-boring and 
hammerless guns. 

Of choke-boring much might be said. It is 
what the word plainly implies, and the 
merest tyro can comprehend that a 
gun that throws shot evenly, closely and 
forcibly, has many advantages not possessed 
by one that scatters the charge unevenly 
over a very large space. True it is that the 
choke-bore gun must be held straight upon 
the object or the game will escape Injury; 
but there is not much satisfaction in slightly 
wounding a bird with a few stray pellets of 
shot from a cylindrical barrel. Better it 
were to learn to shoot with reasonable ac- 
curacy, 

Hammerless guns are now almost ex- 
clusively used by up-to-date sportsmen. Of 
course the detonating system is adhered to 
but the mechanism is concealed. Westley 
Richards of London invented the top bolt. 
This form has been improved in various 
ways but his principle is still adhered to and 
is the best of all. America claims the in- 
vention of the choke-bore. A famous London 
gun maker also claims to be the inventor. 
The truth is that it was ‘known long before 
he was born. This method of boring was 
first used in pistols and rifles, the balls of 
which were larger than the bore at the muz- 
zle. The projectiles gained in velocity on 
the popgun principle, which, of course, does 
not obtain in shotguns. 

American shotguns are now so excellent 
that it is unnecessary to purchase imported 
ones, but it must be admitted that imported 
barrels are second to none in durability, 
beauty of finish and general excellence. Lam- 
inated steel, Damascus and stub and twist 
barrels are the best, in the order named. 
The advantages of hammerless guns and of 
repeating pieces are, quicker work, particu- 
larly in double shots, and greater safety. A 
monk is accredited with the discovery of 
black gunpowder. It is claimed that the 
Chinese discovered it.more than 2,000 years 
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ago, but modern powder is a very different 
product from the crude material that came 
from the pious chemist early in the four- 
teenth century. Saltpeter, sulphur and char- 
coal in prescribed proportions are the ingre- 
dients used in the manufacture of black pow- 
der. 

The nineteenth century has witnessed 
greater general development, more inven- 
tions and discoveries than any century of 
which we have knowledge. Fifteen or 
twenty years ago smokeless powder was 
practically unknown. To-day it is in gen- 
eral use. When smokeless powder was first 
discovered there were many difficulties to 
overcome. Although in early experiments 
the smoke was practically eliminated and 
high velocities obtained, the pressures de- 
veloped were not uniform and sometimes 
became so great that guns were burst; thus 
for a time it was considered unreliable. Re- 
cent investigations and experiments have, 
however, overcome these difficulties and now 
Somkeless powder is considered perfectly 
reliable, and shells, when properly loaded 
give definite and exact results. 

Its value over black powder was demon- 
strated in the Spanish-American war, both 
for cannon and small arms. For sportsmen 
it is claimed for it that it is the ideal pow- 
der, inasmuch as there is no smoke to ob- 
scure the object fired at in case of a miss 


with the first barrel, and no fouling, but 
uniform and comparatively low pressure 
with high velocity and slight recoil, thus 
enabling the use of lighter pieces. Smoke- 
less powder is a dense powder and should 
therefore be loaded in high base shells or 
such as are specially designed for dense 
powders—the low base shells require more 
wadding and are consequently more costly. 
Black powder shells for smokeless powder 
are not recommended, but should it be con- 
sidered desirable to use them a priming 
charge of one-half a grain of black powder 
is necessary. 

Either chilled or soft shot can be used in 
all manner of shotguns. Chilled shot is less 
liable to lead a gun than soft shot and lead- 
ing is not so likely to occur where very 
tight wads are used. The various kinds of 
small arms require a powder suited to each 
particular type. 

Sportsmen in damp localities say that 
smokeless powder is not affected by heat or 
cold, dryness or dampness, and that it re- 
tains its strength for an indefinite period. 

Wads should be a gauge or a half gauge 
larger than the gun barrel, and should be 
seated firmly and evenly on the powder in 
all cases when: smokeless powder is uesd.

AMATEUR POWDER MAKERS. 


Editor Outdoor Life:—Please let the 
readers of the absorbingly interesting 
Arms and Ammunition Department join me 
in smiling at and taking a warning from 
the recent experiences of a couple of Kansas 
City sportsmen and experimenters in the am- 
munition line. Not content with loading 
their own cartridges they thought to “go it 
one better” and hatch out a new hobby, by 
making their own powder. Both being gun 
cranks of the first water, and one of them 
an expert chemist (in other lines) they went 
ahead, and they made “powder” all right, 
too! At least they made an explosive— 
there was no doubt of that—though with the 
usual inventor’s reticence they will not di- 
vulge whether it was a nitro-glycerine or a 
picric acid product, but it looked -exactly 


like white corn meal. They made fourteen 
pounds of it, and then joyfully loaded up an 
experimental lot of “Repeater” shells and 
went duck shooting to test the merits of 
their invention. 

The first opportunity for a shot came 
when one of them was sitting in the stern 
of a rowboat, a brand-new Ithaca gun in his 
hands, and a flock of ducks passed directly 
overhead. He threw up the gun and pulled 
the trigger. There was a splitting crash, 
and, gun and all, he disappeared from his 
companion’s view! In an instant he reap- 
peared, floundering in the water, and was 
rescued, but three days of patient search 
failed to bring to light a single trace of the 
new gin. Subsequent events have given 
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reason to believe that it was probably blown 
to pieces. 

Saddened, but undiscouraged, the invent- 
ors reduced their loads and tried again, this 
time with a new Remington. The first shot 
split off the wood of the stock beside the 
right hand lock and flung the gun clear out 
of the shooter’s hands. Still undaunted, they 
again reduced their load, planned another 
hunt and took the writer along as a witness 
of the experiments, and he confesses frankly 
having marvelled at the devotion to an in- 
vention which will lead a man to face the 
risks they ran that day. Each explosion of 
the stuff was so violent as to deafen one ex- 
actly as if a percussion-cap were fired beside 
one’s ear. The first shot, at a flock of teal 
at a really great height, showed amazing 
range, and threw the shooter into transports 
of joy by fetching down a brace of green- 
wings, but on extraction of the shell nothing 
save the brass base and a shred of paper was 
found, the rest having been blown out with 
the charge! It yet remained, however, for 
one more lesson to cure the powder inven- 
tion craze. A single duck dashed by at the 
left and one of the enthusiasts, who shoots 
left-handed, fired at it. As he swung sharp 
around to the left for the shot the butt 
slipped from his shoulder and was against 
his chest when he fired—and at the sharp 


. 
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crack he collapsed almost into the bottom 
of the boat. The jar of the first shot had 
sent off the other barrel, and the blow on 
his chest knocked him out as if bestowed 
upon his “solar plexus”! He came around 
after a bit, but that last experience wiped 
out any remairing longing to go into the 
powder business—and he now has about 
twelve pounds of nice, new, white powder 
to sell at a bargain to anyone wishing to 
carry the experiments further! “Schultze,” 
“Dupont” and “Infallible’ are good enough 
for him now. 

But, seriously, Mr. Editor, did you ever 
hear of sane, intelligent business men delib- 
erately and repeatedly undergoing such 
risks as that pair of would-be powder invent- 
ors ran? It may serve to warn some of 
the rest of us thirty-third degree gun cranks 
against following their example. It is al- 
most a miracle that they both survived the 
first shot—to say nothing of the process of 
making the stuff. As Mr. Kipling says: 

“Build on the flanks of Actna, where 
the sullen smoke-puffs float— 

Or bathe in tropic waters, where the 
lean fin dogs the boat— 

Cock the gun that is not loaded, 


cook the frozen dynamite— 
But o 


let’s leave the powder busines~ to the manu- 
facturers!

SOME QUESTIONS ANSWERED. 


The following letter was sent to our Mr. 
Ashley A. Haines, whose answer to Mr. 
Heagney may interest our readers, so we 
publish both question and answer: 

Would you please answer the following 
questions in- the columns of Outdoor Life? 
(1) Will a quick twist rifle, such as .30-30 
Savage, lead when using a supplemental 
chamber with lead bullets, and is it best to 
use smokeless instead of black powder? 
(2) Can you inform me where I can pur- 
chase a muzzle loading pea rifle, and at 
about cost? (3) Does it injure the shooting 
quality of a rifle to cut it down to a carbine? 
(4) Where can I obtain a book of authority 
on loads for rifles of different calibres?

In answering your first question I wish 
to say that I have never used the supple- 


mental chambers in any arm, as. have never 
considered them as being altogether practi- 
cal nor that as accurate results could be 
obtained as when using short range loads. 
There would be little danger of leading the 
barrel when using the smokeless loads, pro- 
vided one were to clean the barrel thorough- 
ly when changing from one load to another. 
But there is one thing that a shooter should 
never do; and that is, to use black powder 
loads of any kind in a quick twist high 
power rifle. It seems impossible to do so 
and get accurate results after a few shots, 
as the excessive fouling of the barrel pre- 
cludes the possibility of even ordinary work. 
If you desire to use a short range load for 
any of the quick twist high power rifles you 
will be almost certain to be better satisfied 
to get either Ideal or Winchester reloading 
tools and from instructions given in the 
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Ideal Hand Book you will have no difficulty 
in preparing ammunition of this kind that 
will be thoroughly accurate at moderate 
ranges. You will find, however, that it will 
require a different adjustment of sights when 
changing from the high power to the short 
range loads. I should make one exception, 
however, as this would hardly hold good in 
the .30-40 single shot Winchester, which is 
supplied with heavy No. 3 barrel, and up to 
50 yards shoots the different loads without 
any different adjustment of sights neces- 
sary. 

I am not at all certain where the rifle 
you mention in your second question could 
be had, but if it is to be found anywhere 
no doubt the Great Western Gun Works, 
Pittsburg, Pennsylvania, could supply it.

I am not a gunsmith, or anything of the 
kind, but I have several times found it nec- 
essary to cut off rifle barrels, and always 
found that the accuracy was equal to any 
other arm of equal length shooting same 
cartridge. Of course one must see to it that 
the muzzle is cut off perfectly square or ac- 
curacy would not be expected. 

In answering the fourth question, would 
say that as the Ideal Manufacturing Com- 
pany, New Haven, Connecticut, make reload- 
ing tools of every description and issue a 
hand book brim full of valuable information 
expressly for shooters who desire to prepare 
their own ammunition, you could hardly 
make a mistake by securing a copy. Should 
you fail to find the information desired, then 
it ean be had by writing the manufacturers 
direct.

A TALK ON REVOLVERS. 


Editor Outdoor Life:—Ever since last 
May, when I first heard of your splendid 
. work for the Haines Model revolver, I have 
been intending to write you my views on 
the subject. I have carefully followed your 
work since then and want to congratulate 
you on it. I come to you with a few sug- 
gestions to make, the result of my short ex- 
perience with a Colt’s D. A. .88 Army. You 
will pardon me, I’m sure, for assuming that 
you do not know what I am going to tell 
you. I have never seen it in Outdoor Life, 
hence the assumption. 

A strong objection to the present make 
of double-action gun has been the fact that 
when the gun has become a little dirty the 
cylinder would stick. If you will recall the 
mechanism of the .38 Army you will remem- 
ber that the latch which holds the cylinder 
shut has on it a pin, let us call it, which fits 
into a socket in the ejector and ratchet. 
Most people suppose that this pin and socket 
have but the one object, to hold the cylinder 
in place, but really it has a two-fold object. 
The holding the cylinder in place is really 
subordinate, of secondary importance. When 
the hammer is raised, either with the thumb 
or by pulling the trigger, the action brings 
up the hand which catches in the ratchet, 
and, lifting up, turns the cylinder. There is 
an upward force there of several pounds, all 
tending to lift the cylinder up. As it is ap- 





plied at only one end the tendency is to 
raise but that end, and if this is allowed the 
cylinder will bind and it will require a force 
almost great enough to break the hand to 
turn the cylinder. The pin and socket ar- 
rangement is intended to prevent this. The 
pin must fit perfectly into the socket with- 
out the play.of a fraction of an inch, for 
fear the hand may lift the end of the cylin- 
der and cause it to bind. When the gun is 
“new, just from the factory, it works smooth- 
ly and easily because the two fit perfectly. 
But when the gun has seen camp service, 
has been dropped into the creek once or 
twice, or when a man has had to hike seven 
or eight miles in a driving rain and the 
gun gets good and wet, the pin and socket 
get a little rust on them and then 
comes trouble. The rust must be cleaned 
out; this takes away a little of the metal 
and after it has happened several times the 
pin and socket do not fit perfectly and the 
cylinder commences to bind. Dirt will do 
the same thing to the pin and socket through 
erosion, and then there is but one thing to 
do; get a new gun. This is the chief reason 
why it becomes impossible to cock such a 
gun, and not because the hammer is not 
long enough, as some aver. Did you ever 
know it to happen to the double action mili- 
tary model with the rod ejector? I think 
not, for there the cylinder turns upon a per- 
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fect pin subject to equal wear throughout 
its length, just the same as in the Fron- 
tier model. 

My idea in exploiting all this is to call 
it to the attention of many who do not know 
it now and to ask them to set their brains 
to work to think of some new way to accom- 
plish the same result of holding down the 
end of the cylinder without the possibility of 
it binding. Why? Because I notice you 
propose to adopt such a locking mechanism 
in the new Haines model, and I can only see 
the same results ahead. I want the Haines 
model to be perfect in every respect, I have 
thought of several plans, but all are imprac- 
tical, because they are too complicated. 

Now, another suggestion I want to make. 
Il have written to the Colt and to the Smith 
& Wesson people, about the new Haines 
model, and have received from them the 
same stereotyped reply that everyone else 
has received. I have always been an ad- 
mirer of the Colt revolvers and have al- 
ways insisted that they are the best made. 
I think so now, too; but I see no reason 
why another manufacturer cannot make just 
as good a gun. 

I saw in your magazine this month that 
the Harrington & Richardson people have 
begun the manufacture of an adjustable 
military grip for their pocket guns. If the 
Harrington & Richardson people are pro- 
gressive enough to do this why would they 
not be progressive enough to take up the 
manufacture of a gun that will have as wide 
a sale as the Haines model will surely have? 
Or perhaps some other manufacturer would 
be willing to do so if offered the chance. 
The Haines model follows closely the lines 
of the Colt Frontier model, but has enough 
changes in it to insure avoidance of tread- 
ing on patent rights. I suppose it was 
thought to use the old Frontier lock 
mechanism, and there would come a rub. But 
why not let the “cranks” (of whom I am 
proud to say I feel myself a brother) sub- 
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scribe a small sum, or a large sum, each, and 
offer it as a prize to some inventive genius 
who will perfect a lock mechanism which 
will embody the principles of the Frontier 
model, with sufficient changes to avoid pat- 


ent right entanglements. Let him invent a 
swing-out cylinder arrangement, too, while 
he is at it; and, in fact, let the Haines model 
gun be a gun that will be an invention and 
not a combination of inventions, and then 
let the NEW HAINES model be presented to 
the manufacturer with the request that he 
build such a gun. A committee of experts 
could be appointed from among the “cranks”’ 
to test the new gun in every way to see it 
come fully up to the Colt standard and 
then we will have the gun we all wish for.’ 
I do not think it will be hard to find such 
an inventor, nor to find a manufacturer who 
would be glad to make the gun, and, I think, 
that with me, everybody who really wants 
such a gun will be glad to subscribe a bit 
towards its invention; the inventor will be 
glad to be recognized as the inventor; the 
manufacturer will be glad of the advertise- 
ment received from its manufacture; we will 
be glad to get the gun, and everybody will 
be satisfied. 

Now, one more word before I stop. It is 
another bit of information I have picked up. 
Most people suppose (I think) that the dou- 
ble action gun is a late invention, that it 
came in after the metallic cartridge, but in 
that instance they are wrong. Il was wrong 
myself until about a week ago, when I found 
at Kennedy’s Bros.’ gun store in this city a 
revolver which Mr. Kennedy knows posi- 
tively to be over sixty years old, a cap and 
ball revolver, of exquisite pattern and with 
the double action. A cap and ball revolver 
with the double action I think is at least 
unique; if it does not help dispel an illusion 
concerning the date of the adoption of the 
double action in modern weapons.

RIFLE SIGHTS AND REVOLVERS. 


Editor Outdoor Life:—I have noticed so 
much in these columns about revolvers and 
the merits of the different makes that I have 
been led to wonder why so much impor- 





tance is being attached to them. I take it 
for granted that the writers are sportsmen. 
I have always looked on the revolver as a 
weapon of defense and for target practice, 











but not of any use at all when hunting 
game, 


I have hunted, both east and west, con- 
siderably for the last twenty years and have 
never yet needed a revolver, not even in 
this part of the country that is termed the 
“Wild West” by the easterners who have 
never seen it. 

At home or traveling one might need a 
revolver, but in the woods my .32 Special is 
good enough for me. My main idea when 
out is to pack as little as possible and I find 
that a cartridge belt, knife and rifle is all 
that is needed in the line of artillery. If in 
a new country, a compass is very valuable. 

As to the rifle, I carry a .382 Special Win- 
chester with Lyman ivory bead front sight 
and Lyman rear sight and generally use the 
large opening, but never the smaller disk 
peeps, which are only intended for target 
practice. This outfit I have settled down to 
after trying various sights. 


Just a word here to anyone first trying 
the Lyman rear sight. At first very few like 
it, but after getting accustomed to it I have 
not known one who has gone back to the 
open sights. It is quicker, and owing to the 
increased distance between the two sights, 
allows you a wider variation and still you 
are able to do accurate shooting. 

If you had a cannon and did not hit in 
the right place you would only cripple your 
game, and the .32 Special is large enough 
and hits hard enough for all game in this 
country.

A GREAT RECREATION CAMP.
